R. John Ray (the Subjed 
of the following Life) was 
the Son of Roger Ray^ 
and Elizabeth his Wife, 
of Black Notleyy near Braintree^ in 
Rffex, He was born November the 
29th, 1628, and was bred a Scholar 
at Braintree School, under one Mr. 
Love^ the Matter thereof; where he

made fuch Proficiency (although at 
that time no good School, which 
Mr. Ray uied ibmetimes to lament, 
as a great Misfortune to his younger 
Years,) that before he arrived at the ^ 
Age of Sixteen he was fent to the 
Univerfity of Cafnbridge^ and entered 
2XKatherine-Hally on June xh^ 28th, 
1644, under the Tuition of Mr. 
Duckfielcl. 

Here he continued about a Year 
and three Quarters, and then re- 
moved to Trinity-College: But for 
what Reafon, or by what Means, I can- 
not tell j only I find he was afterwards 
much pleafed therewith ; becauic in 
Katherim-Hall they chiefly addided 
themfelves to Difputations ; but in 
Trinity the politer Arts and Sciences 
were principally minded and culti- 
vated. 

When 
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When he was come to Trinity- 
College^ he had the Happinefs to have 
Dr. Duport iov his Tutor; a Man 
well known for his Learning; parti- 
cularly for his great Skill in Greeky 
which he gave the World good Proof 
of, in his Hotnerical Tranilations of 
JtA 4nd the other Hagiographa, 

Under this learned TutOT, Mr. 
Ray fo clofely applied himfelf to his 
Studies, that what he mifled of at 
Braintree School, he fufficiently at- 
tained to at Trinity-College', having 
acquired great Skill in Greek and La- 
tin, and I have good Reafon to think 
in Hebrew alfo. Befides which, I 
find, by fome of his Papers written 
about that Time, that he was very 
early an excellent Orator and Natu- 
ralift : Arid upon the Account of his 
great Diligence, Learning, and Virtue, 
he was foon taken Notice of by the 
B 2 College ; 
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College; and at about three Years 
{landing was chofen Minor Fellow of 
Trinity y on September the 8th, 1649, 
together with his ingenious Friend 
Ifaac Barrow, and as Dr. Duport 
had been Tutor to both of them, fb 
he ufed to boaft of them, as Mr. Rays 
Fellow Collegian the late pious and 
learned Mr. Brokejby informed me, 
.who faith. That, he in Difcourfe with 
Dr. Duport, reckoning up feveral Gen- 
tlemen of Worth that the DoEior had 
been Tutor to, the DoSior /aid. The 
chief of all his Pupils were Mr. Ray 
and Dr. Barrow, to whom he efleemed 
■ none of the refl comparable. 

Mr. Ray having continued Minor 
Fellow, whilft Batchelor of Arts, was 
(according to the Cuftom of the Col- 
lege) chofen Major Fellow, when of 
Mafler\ ftanding. After which, on 
OEiober the ift, 1651, he was cho- 
fen 
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fen the Greek Le&urer of the Col- 
lege; and on OBober the ift, 1653, 
he was made Mathematical LeSiurtr ; 
and after that, on OElober the 2d, 
1655, Humanity Reader, 

After this, when of greater {land- 
ing, he was chofen into the Offices 
of the College, and was made Pra" 
leBor Primariusy OBober the ift;^ 
1657, and yunior Dean^ OBober 
the 2d, 1658 ; and laflly twice Col- 
lege-Stewardy being fworn into that 
Office December the 26th, 1659, 
2ndi December xht i6xhy 1660. 

During this Time of Mr. Ray\ be- 
ing in the Univerfity, he was Tutor 
to many Gentlemen of great Worth. 
From feveral of which I meet with 
Letters of due Praife and Acknow- 
legements. 

B 3 Neither 
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Neither was he only an eminent 
Tutor, but as eminent a Preacher, 
both in his College and in the Uni- 
verfity. We have fufficient Examples 
of his Performances of this Kind, in 
the Theological Pieces he publiflied ; 
which were all or moft of them Com- 
mon-Places in his College, or Ser- 
mons preached in the Univerfity: 
Particularly, his Wifdom of God in the 
Creation was a College Exercife. 

Although, as is juft obferved, he 
was much famed for his Preaching, 
he did it in a Way very different from 
the Fafhion of thofe Fanatical Times. 
His Grace the late pious and learned 
Archbifhop of Canterbury^ Dr. Teni" 
fin (whom I am bound to mention 
with all due Refpeft and Honour) told 
tnfc, TImt Mr. Ray was much cele-^ 
hrated in his Time in Cambridge, for 
his f reaching folid and ufeful Divi-- 
Z nity^ 
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• m'tjry tnfiead of that enthufiajikk Stuff, 
whkh the. Sermons of that Ttme were 
generally filed mth;- and that he 
^ell refnembered the SubjeB of one of 
Sis Sermons was, Mundus non fe- 
nefcit; for which he 'Was much af- 
f lauded. 

His three Phyjico-Theological Dsf- 
courfes concernmg the Chaos, Deluge, 
and Diffolut^on of the World, I con- 
ceive, were C5oinmon-Places, or Ser- 
mons. His Dilcourfe of riic I^iffo- 
lution, he faith, *was a Sermon he 
preached of old at St. MaryV in Cam- 
bridge, in a Letter to his beloved 
anrrd learned Friend Dr. Tancred Ro- 
hinfon, of July the 24th, 1690. 
The iirft Draught of which Sermon, 
as alfo of fomc of his other Difcourfes, 
I have fecn, but not nearly fo much 
enlarged as in the printed Trads. 

•B 4 Having 
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Having mentioned thus much cxf , 
,Mr. Ray's Preaching, I fhall take 
Notice of two Sermons I have met 
with, which he dehvered at the Fu- 
nerals of two of his Friends: One 
I imagine was at the Funeral of Dr. 
Arrowfmith^ Mafter of his College, 
on Romans xii. 12. Patient in ^Tri- 
bulation^ Which Words (he faith) he 
made Choice of^ by Reafon the Life of 
that reverend and learned Perfon^ 
efpecially the lajl Scene of it^ was efni- 
nently remarkable for the PraSiice and 
Exerqife of the Grace of Patience:^ 
.occafioned, I find, by a valetudina- 
rian State of Body. But as for the 
Particulars which Mr, Ray recounts 
of his Life, his Education at New- 
cajile upon Tyne^ his AdmifHon into 
St. Johns College, and being called 
thence to be Fellow of Rather in^- 
Hally then Preacher at Kingz-Lynn^ 
^fter that Regius Profejj'or^ Vice- 

Chm- 
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.Chancellor of Cambridge^ and laflly 
Majier of Trinity-College^ his wife 
and good Behaviour in all thofe Places 
and Trufts, his Meckncfs, Peaceful- 
nefs, Induftry, and Learning, &*€, 
I fay, as for fuch Particulars, men- 
tioned in Mr. Rays Sermon, I fhaU 
pafs them by as foreign to my Pur- 
pofe.

The other Sermon was at the Fu- 
neral of his moft intimate and dear 
CoUegue, Mr. John Nid^ on Pfal. 
xxxix. 5. Verily^ every Man at his 
bejl State is altogether Vanity. How 
great the Friendfhip was between 
. thefc two, may be feen in Mr. Ray\ 
Preface to his Catal. ^lant, circa 
Cantahr. where he calls him, amicif" 
Jiittus &* individuiis comes y and ap- 
plauds him (as he doth iporc largely 
in his Funeral Sermon) for his admir- 
able Sweetncfs, and candid Temper 

of 
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of Mind, his exad Probity, and In- 
nocence of Life and Manners, his 
finguiar Modefty, and his excellent 
Learning ; particularly hb great and 
cxad Skill in the Univcrfal Hiftory 
of Nature, and the Works oi God : 
Or, in few Words, as I jfind it men- 
tioned in Mr. Ray\ Sermon, y. N, 
operum Dei Admirator^ Probitatis 
fiudiofus: Which, as it was exadly 
agreeable to Mr. Nid\ Pradice, fo 
feems to have been a Motto Mr. Nid 
had pitched upon, it being written 
by himiclf in one of his Books. 
From this Character of Mr. Nid^ it 
is eafy to judge what the Caufe was 
of that great Intimacy and Friend- 
(hip that was between Mr. Ray and 
him, viz. The Agreement of their 
Genius and Studies, and the exadl 
Conformity of their Humours and 
Manners. 

During 
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During this Intimacy with Mr* 
Nidy Mr. Ray wrote his Catalogiii 
of Cambridge Pkmts^ which he faith 
Mr. Nid had a great Hand in, and 
lived to fee almoft perfeded. Which 
Piece was publifhed in 1660, and 
was of finguiar Ufe, in promoting 
the Study of Botany; a Branch of 
Learning much negleded at tha| 
Time, not only in Camiridge^ but 
in moft other Parts of the Kingdom. 
But after this Book was publiHied (as 
Mr. Ray himfelf toldm^ than whom 
no Man ever fpoke with greater Mo- 
defty of himfelf, or his Performances) 
Many wef'e fjrompted to thofe Studies, 
and to mind the Plants they met with 
in their Walks in the Fields, 

This Book meeting with a kind 
Reception among the Learned and 
Curious, encouraged Mr. Ray the far- 
ther to proceed in thefe Studies and 

Obferva- 
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Obfervations. And not content with 
what he met with about Cambridgey 
he extended his Purfuits throughout 
the greateft Part of England and 
Walesy and Part of Scotland. In 
which he had commonly the Com- 
pany of feveral curious Gentlemen, 
particularly Mr. Willughby-i his Pu- 
pil Mr. Skippim (afterwards Sir Philip) 
and Mr. Peter Courthope. 

Of thefe Journeys he left Accounts 
behind him ; a great Part of which 
are here publiflied. 

The Firft of thefe Journeys was 
from Auguji the 9th to September 
the 1 8th, in 1 6 5 8 . Which he took 
by himfelf alone through Northamp-

Shropjhirey Worcefierjbire^ and GloU" 
€efterjhire. 

After this Journey, having finifli- 
ed his Cambridge Catalogue^ and 
publifhedit, aslfaid, in 1660, and 
peaceable Times coming on, by the 
Rejiauration of the King and Royal 
Family^ Mr. Ray began to think of 
entering into Holy Orders; and at 
the latter End of the Year was or- 
dained both Deacon and Prieft by 
the learned Bifhop Sanderfon. One 
or both which Orders, his Lordfhip, 
then Bifhop of Lincoln^ conferred 
upon Mr. Ray, in his Chapel in Bar- 
bican in London, on the 23d of De- 
cember 1 660. 

But now, if it fliould be aiked, 

How it came to pafs that Mr. Ray, 

who was not in Orders till 1660, 

was admitted to preach (as I have 

i i. faid 
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£ud he did) in the College Chapel, 
and at St. Mary\ before the Univer^ 
Jity f I briefly Anfwer, in the before 
mentioned Mr. Brokejhyz Words, 
*Jhat Preaching and Common-placing 
were then commonly performed by Per- 
fons mt ordained. ■ 

After his Ordination, Mr. Ray 
continued to purfue his Inquiries 
after Plants, and other Curiofitics; 
and therefewe toc^ another Journey 
(accompanied by Mr. Willughby^ and 
fome other Gentlemen) thro' Hunt-^ 
mgdonfhirey Northamptonfhirey Lin- 
colnpircy Torkfbirey the Bijhoprick c& 
Durham^ Northumberland^ and fo 
into Scotland^ as far as Glafcow and 
Sterlings and thence back again thro' 
Cumberland and Wefimorland. They 
iet out on July the 26th, 1661, from 
Cambridge^ and finiihed their Journey 
the 30th of Augufl, 

The 
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The Year after this, Mr. Ray (and 
Mr. Willughby with him) took an- 
other Journey from Cambridge. They 
fct out on May the 8th, 1662, and 
pa&d through Northampton/hire^ 
Warwickjhire^ Stafford/hire^ Chejhire^ 
Flint jhire^ Denbigh/hire., Gaernar" 
vonjlnre^ Anglefey^ MerionydfitirCy 
Montgofneryjhire^ Cardiganfiire^ Pent" 
hrokefibirey Caerffutrdenjhirey Glamor^ 
ganjhire^ Monmouthjhire^ Gloucejier- 
Jhire^ SiomerfetJIjirey Devon/hire, Corft- 
wally Uorfetjhirey WiltpJtre^ and 
Hampjhire'y and returned in yuly 
following. 

During all this Period, Mr. Ray 
continvied Fellow of Trinity-CaUeggy 
till the Beginning of the (i) Bartho-

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Oath,) but he faid he tould not de- 
clare, for thofe that had taken the 
Oath, that no Obligation lay upon 
them; but feared there might. And 
one Thing that imfortunately then 
happened was (as Mr. Brokefly in- 
formed me) That he was at that time 
abfent from his College.^ where he 
might have met with SatisfaSiion to 
his Scruples^ and was among fame 
zealous Nonconformijis^ who too much 
influenced him>y by the Addition of new 
Scruples. And we may alfo afcribe 
fomewhat to Prejudice of Education 
in unhappy Ttmes. 

Having now left his Fellowihip, 
and vifited moft Parts of his own 
Country, he was minded to fee what 
Nature afforded in foreign Parts. 
And accordingly I find Mr. Willughby 
and him confulting, towards the latter 
End of this Year, about travelling

the next Spring, and confidering 
whom they fhould invite to go with 
them (3) ; and having perfuaded Mr. 
Skifpon (afterwards Sir Philip) and 
Mr. Nathaniel Bacon (two of Mr. 
Ray\ Pupils), to go along with them^ 
they all Four, next Spring, viz. on 
April the i8th, 1663, went over 
frcMn Dover to Calais^ and from 
thence through divers Parts of Eu^ 
rope', which I but barely mention, 
as Mr. Ray himfelf, in the Year 1673, 
publifhcd the Obfervations they made 
m that Tour. 

Towards the latter End of their 
Journey, Mr. Willughhy and Mr. 
Ray parted Company, the former 
pafling through Spain^ and Mr. Ray 
from Montpelier, through France, in-

the Beginning of March, 1665-6. 

How he Ipent his Time after hia 
Arrival in his own Country, may

the laft Tear, fave of mine own Er-r 
rors. After J took my I^ave of you

Thefe Tables, which Mr, Rqy 
faith were framed for Bifhop IFiikins^^ 
were partly drawn up by Mr. If^il" 
lugbhy 5Lnd Mr. Ray-, who were the 
beft able of any Men living for fuch 
an Undertaking : But yet, when they 
had done it^. I, find they were not 
well pleafed wif h it, thinking it im- 
perfed, and; capable of great Am^nd- 
oienta; which th^y afterwards gave 
it, in their Hiftories of Plants and 
4ilii|ials. But it is not at all to be 
C \ WQndered. 
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wondered at, that fuch an Account 
jQiould be defedive at the Beginning, 
before they had fully weighed and 
confidered fo new a Subje^, as that 
Was, at that time, a Part of Learn- 
ing but little fhidied and cultivated,, 
that lay confufed, and without any, 
or no better than no Method; but 
which thofe two great Men (o cleared 
up, methodized, and advanced, that 
to them may be afcribed a great deal 
of that Pcrfedion to which Natural 
Hiftory is now arrived. 

Having traced our great Man's 
Life to the Yfear 1667, and 39th 
Year of his Age, .the next Thing' I 
meet with is his farther Profecuticsi 
of his Rfefearches into the Hiftory of 
Nature, the Summer of this Year, 
by anothCT Journey into the Weft of 
England, in Company with his moft 
honoured and beloved Friend Mr. 

Willughby^^ 
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Wilhtgh^. They fet out from Mr. 
IFiaugUf% Scat at MiJMttan-Park 
in Wermkk/bire^ on ,}^um^ the 25th> 
1667, and travelled through the 
Counties of IVontfltry Hereford^ 
Gkuujhrt Soitmrfity and Deom^ into 
CrnmaUy as far as the Land^s-End) 
where they arrived Auguft the lythj 
and then returned through Hants to 
Londm^ on September the 1 3th fol- 
lowing. In this Journey they defcri- 
bed many Fowis, Fifties, and Plants, 
and took Notes of the Mines, the 
Way of fmelting Metals, making 
Salt, and divers other Things, which 
I find in Mr. Ray% Diary of that 
Journey. 

By this Time Mr. Rc^ had much 
lagnalized himfelf for his great Skill 
in curious Matters, and therefore was 
importuned to come into the Royal 
Society \ and accordingly he was ad« 
C 4 mijttcd 
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mitted Fellow, on November the 
7th ; and in the fame Month, viz, 
November the i6th, being (5) foli- 
cited by Dean Wilkins to tranflate his 
real CharaBer into Latin, he coniented 
to do it : And indeed he was one of 
the fitteft Men Hving to undertake it, 
on the Account of his being a com- 
plete Mafter of that Language, as 
well as excellent in that kind of 
Learning. This Work he laboured 
at for a good while; and although 
very heavy, he accomplifhed it, as I 
£nd by the original Manufcript, 
which is now in the Library of the 
Royal Society y ready for the Prefs, if 
any Mcccenas fhould have a Mind to 
let it fee the Light, 

Having fpent the latter End of this 
Year, and the Beginning of 1668,

he dien, in J^ fbllowii^ began 
anodier Journey alone by himfelf (his 
Friend Mr, Willugbby being then 
newly married) into Torkjbire and 
Wefimorekatdy where he deicribed 
many Plants, Fowls, S?c. and then' 
returned in September to MiddUton^ 
Hally where he fpent moft of the 
following Winter with his Friend Mr. 
WiUugbhy, 

In the following Spring, thofe two 
great Virtuolbs entered upon thoie 
Experiments about the Tapping of 
Treesy and the A/cent and Defcent of 
their Sap, which are puWiihed in 
the Philofophical TranfaSiion$y and 
may be met with together in Mr. 

ljowthorp\ 
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Lowthorp's Abridgement, Vol. If, 
p. 682, SPc. Among Mr. Rays 
Obfervations, I find Tome deferv- 
ing Notice, not published with: 
the reft, viz. That the Sap of OHy 
7ree^ running down the Side of tbt 
Treey or dropping long on one Place ^ 
will precipitate a Kind of White 
Coagulumy or yelly'y 'which may be 
well conceived to be the Part whichy 
tvery TeOTy. between Bark and 
TreCy turns to Wood^ and of •which 
the Leaves and Fruit are made. 
And it feems to precipitate more 
when the Tree is jufi ready to 
put out Leavesy and begins to ceafe 
droppingy than at its Pirfi Bleed-^ 
ing, 

A Second Gbfervation is. That the 
iSlap afiends, not only betweeftthe Bark 
tmd TreCy 'but by all the Pores of the 
Woody (which they had demonftrated

in the printed Account from another 
Obfervation) and that this is unekma^ 
bly proved^ by boremg^ in the fame 
Tree^ Holes of feveral Depths^ or the 
fame Hole doubts the Depth. For^ 
from an Hole, fuppofe of two Inches 
Deptby will iffue near double the ^uan^ 
ftPy of what proceeds from an Hole of 
one Inch Depth. So from the fame 
HfiU-i if it be bored on to double tbt 
Depth it had, will ijfi^ double tit 
luiquor that at firjl did. 

Another Experiment was, for a 
farther Proof of the Sap's Afiertt 
^biigh the woody Part of the Tree. 
%o put it out of all Doubt ({aith Mr* 
May) we took away, on one Side of it 
Birch-tree, Bark and Wood to q 
tonfiderahle Depth, and bored an 
Hole into the Tree, where the PieCe 
was taken away, out of which Hole 
it bled copioujly, notwithflanding 
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we carefully prevented any other Sap 
coming on the Filter ^ but what prO' 
ceeded from the Hole (6). 

About this Time Mr. Ray (that he 
might make his Journeys as ufcful to 
the World as they had been enter- 
taining to himfelf) began to draw up 
his Obfervations for the Ufe of the 
Public. And one of the Firft Things 
he fet upon was his GolUBion of Pro- 
verbs; which he digcfted into the

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mdft convenient Method he cx>uld, for 
the more eafy and fpeedy finding 
diem on Occafion. This Book, 
although about this Time fitted up 
for the Prefs, and fent to Cambridge 
to be there printed, in 1669, yet was 
not publifhed till the Year 1672. 

In this Year 1669, Mr. Ray pre- 
pared alfb his Catalogue of EngUfh 
Plants for the Prefs ; which was Firfl 
publifhed in the Year 1670, and 
afterwards in 1677. His humble 
Thoughts of which, and his other 
Books, may be feen in a Latin Let- 
ter of his to Dr. Lifier^ oi Augufi^t. 
22d, 1670 (7). 

In the fame Letter he alfo takes 
Notice of his altering his Name, by

leaving 
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leaving out the /^ in the Beginning 
of it. This Way of writing his 
Name Wray^ was what he had ufed 
all the time he was in the Univer-^ 
Jity^ at leaft whilft he was at Trinity y 
his Name being always with a ^ in 
the College Regifter. And io in the 
Philofophical TranfaSlions^ before the 
Year 1670, he writes his Name 
Wray> But this being, he faichi 
contrary to the Way o^ his F<»e- 
fathers writing their Names, he 
therefore re-aflumed the Name df 
"Ray. And in all Probability this he 
took to be the trucft Way of writ- 
ing it, as being derived from fuch 
Places as bear the Name of Ray, as 
the Ray-Field, the Ray-Houfe, the 
Ray-Meady &c. Which is appro- 
priated to Places adjoining to navi- 
gable (but not exclusive of other) 
Rivers, vfhsie People R^Wy or pafs 
along with Boats ; and is derived, I 

conceive, 
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conceive, from the Saxon Word j«ep«n, 
remigarcy to row, or jieatte, remi" 
giu/ity an Oar, 

In the fame Letter he mentions 
another Thing relating to hinifelf^ 
which was an Ofler of 200 Pounds 
per Annunty to travel with three 
young Noblemen into foreign Parts. 
This Propofal he had once a Mind 
to have come into, and the rather, 
that he might review the Alpine 
Plants ; but upon more ferious Con- 
(ideration, he thought fit to (pare his 
weakly Body, and ftay at Home; 
being^o modulo contentusy or, as Me^ 
lantus in Homer faith,

For a Clofe of thefe two Years, 

1669 and 1670, I flball take Notice 

of an Artide which I meet with 

4 among 
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among Mr, Rays l>f otes in thefe Years ; 
viz. OBober the 14th, 1669. ^* 

rode to fee the famous Fir-trees^ form 
two Miles and a Half difiant from 
Newport, in a Village called Ware- 
ton (in Shroplhire) in the Land of 
Mr. Skrimftiaw. There are of them 
Thirty-five in Number, very tall and 
fir ait, without any Boughs, till to- 
wards the Top. The greatefi, and 
which feems to have been the Mother 
of the refl, we found, by MeafurCy 
to be Fourteen Feet and an half 
round the Body, and th^ fay Fifty- 
fix Yards high; which to me feemed 
not incredible. The Tenant's Name 
of the Houfe, clofe by thefe Fir-trees, 
w Fir-child, whofeAnceflor shave been 
Tenants to it for many Generations. 

The next Year, viz. in the Spring 
of 1 67 1, Mr. Ray^7s& afHidled with 
a feverifh Diforder, which ended in

AUtiie FirftMDntiisof dikYear 
1671, he tried many Experiments 
the Keeding of Trees, till the 
^ning McNQths invited him 
t» wiGt divers of hb Fnencb and 
AapgtoStajxx. 

Returning from this journey to 
Middktany and having reAed him- 
ieif there about £i^t or Nine Days, 
he b^an another Simpling Journey 
into the North, on July the 3d, 1671, 
taking Thomas WUlifel (9) along with 

him.

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him. They travelled through Der- 
iyfiin^ Torkjbirey Wefltnorland^ Cum^ 
berlandf im^d Nortbtmiberlandy as&t 
as Berwick; and then back through.. 
the Bifhoprick of Durham, again to 
Middleton. 

But a Stop was foon put to thefe 
his gckxi Defies, by Mr. fFillughfy 
falling very dangerouily ill the V«y 
next Month, firft with a violent Pditt 
in his Head, which, by ufing Diaf- 
cdrdiuni) fell ihto his Breaft, and 
becaine a PleUrify ; which fhifted to 
a Fever ; and that remitting, he grew 
better; but returning, it carried him 



JRigr, in coUefbing (and fending him the Defcrip- 
tions) of PlantSy &c. in Journeys he took over 
England for that Purpofe. See the aforefaid 
Pbilofofbital Letters, p. 351. Why Opinion 
Mu Rasi had of Mr. if illifel's Jud^ent, may 
be' feen in a Letter of Mr. Ray's to him, in the- 
famc Work, p. 358, (^c. 
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cff, on July the 3d 1672, ^X^iddk^' 
ton-Hall, to the infinite and unfpeak- 
abie Lofs and Grief (fays yir. Ray)] 
of myfelf, his Friends, and all good 
Men. 

Thus was die World deprived of 
this great and good Man, in his very 
Prime; for he Was taken off in the 
37th Year of his Age. His Exam- 
ple deferves the Imitation of every 
Pferfpn of great Eftate and Honour. 
For he was a Man whom Gob had 
bleffed with a very plentiful Eftate, 
and with excAnt Parts, capable of 
making him ufeful tothe World. And 
accordingly he neglected no Oppor- 
tunity of being fo. He did not (as 
the Fafhibn too much is) depend upon 
his Riches, and fpend his Time in. 
Sloth, or Sports, idle Company-keep- 
ing, and Luxury; but pra<9:ilingwhat 
was laudable and good, what might 
D 2 be 
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be of Service to Mankind. And 
among other virtuous Employments, 
one he much delighted in was the 
fearching after, and defcribing of. 
Animals (Birds ^ Beafts^ Fijhesy and 
InfeSis), which Province he had taken 
for his Tafk, as Mr. Ray had that of 
Plants. And in thefe Matters he 
^yas a great Mafter, as he was alfo in 
Plants, Fojftlsy and, in (hort, the whole 
Hiftory of Nature ; to which I may 
add that of Coins, and moft other 
curious Parts of Learning. And in 
the Purfuit and Acqueft of this 
Knowledge he ftuck neither at any 
Labour or Coft. Noble Monuments 
of which he left behind him, in thofe 
pofthumous Pieces which Mr. Ray 
afterwards publiflied; of which I 
fhall have Occafion to fpeak here- 
after. 

There 
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There being the greateft Intimacy 
and Friendfhip contrafted between 
]Vfri IVillughb^ and Mr. Ray^ fronji 
the Time of their being Fellow- 
Ck)llegians at Trinit^College^ Mr. 
WiUughhy^ thereforcj not only con- 
fided in Mr. Ray in his Life timcj 
but at his Death alfo, leaving him 
cme of the five Executors gf his Will ; 
Sir Thomas JVendy^ Mr. Barnard^ 
Mr. Philip Skippon (afterwards Sir 
' Philip) y and Mr. Jeffop^ being the 
other Four. And, as a fpecial Mark 
of his Friehdfhip and Confidence, 
he left Mn Ray Sixty Pounds a Year 
during his Life, and charged him 
with the Care of the Education of 
his Sons, Francis and Thomas, the 
dder of which, dying before he came 
cjf Age, the younger became Lord 
Middleton. Thefe two Gentlemen 
being then very young (the eldeft 
Tiot Foui' Years, of Age), Mr. Ray, as 
D 3 a faith-^ 
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la faithful Truftee, betook himielf to 
die Inflrudion of them; and Mrs, 
fiay herfelf alfo (after their Marriage) 
was an AfHilant in this MatCer> fiic^ 
})cirig tlie Perfon that taugljit Lord 
Middleton his Letters, and to read 
Englt/h, 

For the Sake and Service pf theie 
two young Gentlemen, Mr. Ray com- 
•pofed his Notnenclator Clajftcus^ which 
was firft publiihed in this yeiy Year 
1672. And the Reafqn why he 
pomppfed this Book, wheti tnany 
pthers were extant, was becaufe there 
were Multitudes of Errors in all No- 
menclatures then in Ufe, efpecially 
in the Names of Animals and Plants. 
And as he was th^ beft able of any 
Man living to aflign the true Mean,- 
ing of both the Latin ajid Greek 
■^ames, fo it was a very ufeful and 
valuable Tafk he undertook y ferviceT 
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able, not only to School-boys, but 
to the Amendment of our Di<9ion- 
aries and Lexicons, as may be feen 
in fome of the beft of them that have 
been publifhed fince that Time. In 
moft of which, I obfcrve, that they 
make Ufe of the Significations of 
Words afligned by Mr. Willughby 
and Mr. Ray (which fcarce ever was 
done before by th? old Grammarians) ; 
but yet fometimes they cannot forbear 
approving of the old Signification, 
which inveterate Cuftom hath made 
^miiliar to them. 

Having this Truft repofed in him, 
Mr. Ray was forced to lay afide the 
Thoughts he had of another Weftern 
Simpling Journey, and indeed of all 
Journeys of that Kind, he thinking 
it his Duty to be as ajGiftant to his 
dear Friend's Family as he could. 
For which Reafon he much confined 
D 4 him- 
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himfelf to Middleton-Hall\ and the! 
Journeys he took were about Mat-? 
ters relating tq Jiis Truft, 

. Immediately after Mr. Willugbhy\ 
jpeath, Dr, Lifter invited Mr. Raj^ 
tp come and live with him at York ; 
but nothing could draw him from the 
faithful Attendance pn his Truft. 

Not many Montjis after the Death 
of Mr, Willughby^ Mr. Ray loft an- 
other of his beft Friends, Bifhop Wil-^ 
kins ; whom he viflted in London.^ on 
November the 1 8 th, 1672, and found 
Ijim near Death, by a total Suppref- 
fion of Urine for Eight Days 5 and 
the next Mornln^y JVovember the 1 9th, 
about Four of the Clock, that great 
Man died, to Mr. Rays unfpeakable 
^ofs and Griefs as he exprelfetji it. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Ray having thus loft fome of 
his b«ft Friends, and being in a Man- 
ner left deftitute, began to have 
Thoughts of Marriage, having met 
with a young Gentlewoman (then in 
the Family he was in) of about Twenty 
years" of Age ; whofe Piety, Difcre- 
tion, and Virtues, recommended her 
to him, as welj as her Perfon. Her 
N^ne was Margdrety the Daughter 
of Mr. John Oakeleyy of Launton in 
Oxfordjhire, a Gentleman of a younger 
Branch <?f a Family of that Name in 
Sbropjhire, They were married in 
Middkton Church, on June the 5th 
1673, by the Reverend Mr. Antro-^ 
}>usy Minifter of the Parifh» 

Towards the latter End of this 
Year 1673, Mr. Ray%Obfervatiom 
Typographical^ Morale &c. came forth, 
and therewith his Catalogus Stirpium 
in eicteris Regionihus a nohis obferva- 

tarum. 
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iarupf* For the Sake of which lat- 
ter Piece, in a great Meafure,' 'k was 
diat he published the former^ becaufe 
he thought t|ie latter too fmall and 
jguoe to go alone into the Wc»-ld. ' 

About the fame Time alfo was 
publifhed, his ColleSOm of unufualy 
tr local Englifh Words \ which he 
had gathered up in his Travels thro* 
the Counties of England. And the 
Reafbn why he published them was, 
not barely becauie it was a new Sub- 
jed, that might amule the Curious, 
but alfo be of good Ufe to Strangers 
that fhould have Occafion to vifit 
thofe Parts, or have Dealings there. 
And to make this Book the more 
acceptable to the Buyers, as well 
as a little more bulky, he added 
to the Firft Edition, a Catalogue 
of Englijh Birds and Filhes, and 
the Way of Snielting and Refining 
2 fuch 
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inch Metals and Minerais as EtigUmd 
docb produce. But the Birds and 
PiQies were left out m the ScccmkI 
]£dit}on of this Book, in the Year 
JD691X by reaibn the Catalogue was 
Imperfed, and becaufe Mr. Ray had 
not only publifhed a better Account 
of thofe Animals, but alfb intended 
to draw up a methodical Synopfis of 
^. the Englijb Animals, together 
with the FpjQUs. Unta which ufe^ 
|ul Undertaking he was fi^licited by 
^n;i£ of {lis learned Friends, parti- 
cularly. Dr. Tancred Robinfon^ 

. In the Year ;i674 following, Mr. 
Oldenburgh^ the Secretary pf the /?oytf/ 
Slifciety (who had for feme Time in- 
termitted the Correfpondence which 
he before had with Mr, Ray)^ began 
now to renew it again, by Letters 
lent almoft every Month. He was a 
Yifry diligent Secretary, and laboured 

very 
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very heartily to keep up the Society's 
Correfpondence, and get all the 1n^ 
formation he could about curious Nfat- 
ters, from all Perfons that he knew, 
or heard, were able tq furnifh him 
with any, And the better to ac-^ 
complifh his Ends, he would fend 
his ingenious Correlpondcnts an Ac- 
count of Matters that came to his 
Knowledge, as well a,s expedt a plen- 
tiful Return from them. And fiich 
are the Letters which Mr. Ray abun-. 
dantly anfwered; fome of which 
Accounts Mr. Oldenburgh publifhed 
in the Philofophical TranfaBionSy as 
about St. Paur% Battoonsy the Tro- 
chites of Mt^fifoomSy Matzey the 
Mifchiefs of fome potfonous Plants-^ 
the Bleeding of Treesy and Motion of 
their Sapy fpontaneous CeneraiioHy 
-Mufi-Jcented InfeBsy xh'^ Scelopendray 
the acid Juice oiPifiniresy the Dari- 
ifig of Spiders, the Anatomy of the 

Porpusy

Thcfe Obfervatiom Mr. TFillughfy 
had riiapfodicaJly written in Latin, 
as he *did moft of his -other Things ; 
and for this Rcafon it was firft pub- 
lifhed in that iMoi^age) in the lat- 
ter End of the Year 167^. And

although 
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duD^ Mr. Wilb^hi^ had door ^ 
nit Aeal, yet >ifr. Rtrf was at no 
odH Labour to finifli the Book» hf 
mfing the whe^ digefting k inte^ 
idkr, and fopp^ing frcxn Attd»ors» 
id his own Obfervations, wluit was 
anting therein, Mr. WiUugbhy not 
ini^ had Time to do it. For 
Hheugh he was a mod indeiatiga^ 
kiMan, and had done tmore for his 
nrt Time than could be co^iciSted, 
id carried his Obfeivations to a great 
tegree of Perfedion, yet they re- 
uiied more poliihing than it '^vas 
offible for him to give them, by 
afbn of his being fnatchcd away 
IS I have laid before) atal'imcof 
life the moft proper for the finifhing 
lat Part of the noble and tifeful 
)efign, which, by Agreement be- 
Kreen him and Mr. Ray^ fell to his 
hare; which Was difpatching the 
liftory of Animals. Of which De* 

fign 
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fign it may not be improper heretd» 
give fbme Account, which I fhall 
do^ as I had it from Mr^ Raj^ him- 
self, when I waited upon hini at 
Black-Notleyt May the 15th, ij^M-; 
viz, . 

Thefe two Gentlemen, ^ding the 
Hiftory of Nature very imperfeft, 
had agreed between themfelves, be- 
fore their Travels beyond Sea, to re- 
duce the feveral Tribes of Things 
to a Method ; and to give accuntte 
Defcriptions of the feveral Sjiecies, 
from a ftrid View of them. And 
forafmuch as Mr, Willughby\ Genius 
lay chiefly to Animals, therefore he 
undertook the Birds^ Beafis, Fijhesy 
and InfeBs-y as Mr. Ray did the Fe-^ 
getables^ And how each of thefe 
two great Men difcharged his Pro- 
vince, the World hath feen in their 
Works. Which {hew, that Mr. Ray 

" lived 
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7cd to bring his Part to great Per- 
son ; and that Mr. H^illughby car- 
ed his as far as the utmoft Applica- 
oil and Diligence of a fhort Life 
)uld enable him. 

And now, having mentioned the 
diligence of this great Man, let me 
idj that it was fiich, and his La- 
ours fo inceflant in his Studies, that 
e allowed himfelf little or no Time 
)r thofe Recreations and Diverfions 
'hich Men of his Eftate and Degree 
re apt to fpend too much of their 
rime in j but he profecuted his De- 
ign with as great Application, as if 
le had been to get his Bread thereby. 
Lll which I mention, not only out 
f the great Refped I bear to Mr. 
Villughbys Memory, but for an 
ixample (as has been before recom- 
nended) to Pcrfons of great Eftate 
nd Quality, that they may be ex- 
E cited 
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eked to anTwer the Ends fisr whic& 
ijoD gives them Efbites, Ldfiit^ 
i-arts, and Gifti, or a good GentlUt 
Which was not to exei^ themielrM 
in vain or finfiil Fc^es, but to be 
employed for the Glory, and in the 
Service, of the Infinite Creator, and 
in doing good Offices in the Woiid, 
particularly fuch as tend to the Cre- 
dit and Profit of their own Ftmilies. 

But to return to the Ornithology, 
After Mr. Ray had publiihed it (as I 
faid) in Latin, he fet about tranflat- 
ing it into Englijh ; which, when he 
had finiihed, he publifiied in the 
Year 1678, with large Additions, 
together with the Figures of the 
Birdsy which Mr. Willughby\ Widow 
was at the Charge of engraving. 
And, confidering how well the En- 
' gravers were paid for their Labour, 

it 
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tr it^^ui FEi^ thi^ bad not had Iboie 
Aie Bttfca in Lmtfm to hawe foper- 
ftfbd dicni, tint dicy m^t have 
gJNtat)ctter Likenefles to the Birdt 
fkMk what moft of them have.

Having given an Account of the 
Publication of the Ornithology in 1 67 5 
and 1678, let us return again to the

which Time the old Lady Willughby 
(Mother of Mr. Fraticis Willughby)

and accordingly he removed to Suf^- 
ton Cofieldy about Bour Miles from 
Middlettut ; where he continued: till 
Michaelmas ib'jf, and then remoy«- 
ed into Ejfexy to Falborne-Hall, not 
far from his native Place, Biack- 
Nottey. 

During his Abode there, his Mo- 
ther, Mrs. Elizabeth Ray, died at 
Black-Notley. She was a very reli- 
gious and good Woman, and of ^eat

The Redbn of Mr. Ra/s Cetting 
about this Work was this. He had 
for feme Ye»^ much iignaiized his 
Skill in Botany, and was theref<H«) 
by fome of his learned Friends, put 
upon "Writing a General Hiftory of 
Plants, particularly the Honourable 
Captain Hattm, a fkilful Botanift) 
recommended this Work very ear- 
neftly to him. To whom, for diis 
Reaibn, Mr. Ray dedicated the Firfl 
Vohune of his Hijior. Plantar, ge- 
neralise which, after he had laboured 
at for fixne confiderable Time, the 
Firft Volume was publifhcd in June 
1686. And about the fame Time 
alfo the Second Volume was fent to 
the Prefs, but was not finiflied then 
till the latter End of 1687.

ipany learned and ingenious «Mea 
gave their helping Hand ; but none 
laboured more in it than'Mr. Rays 
two great Friends, Sir Hans Stoane 
and Dr, Tancred Robinfarty who were 
perpetually fome Way or other 
aiding to the Completion of the 
heavy Work, 

Neither did Mr. Ray take Care 
only of his own Books, but he con- 
tinued to be mindful of what Mr. 
Willughby left behind him, particu-. 
larly of what he had done about 
Fiflies, Which, being noble Mate- 
rials, but indigefted and confufed, 
Mr. Ray was at no fmall Trouble to 
put them into that complete Order 
that was neceflary for the Prefs: 
Which he had done about the Year 
1684, as he faith in a Letter to Dr,

And although Mr. Ray had added 
to, and much improved, his Cata- 
loguesy yet was not his Syttopfts fo pcr- 
fed, but to be capable of farther 
Improvements. In order to which, 
many of our Botanifts fcnt him Cata- 
logues of Plants he had omitted, 
and advertifed him of fuch Errors as 
he had made. By which means, as

But to return to the Year i^o, 
where we left off. Mr. Ray^ haring 
thus publifhed many Books, on Sub- 
jeds which he took to be fbmewhat 
alien to his Profeflion (which, as I 
iaid, was Divinity), to make Ibme 
amends (as he thought) and entertain 
the World like himfelf, /'. e» like a 
Divine and a Naturalift both, he fet 
about his incomparable Demmftra-. 
tion of the Being and Attributes of 
Gody which he calls, l%e Wifdom of 
God manifejied in the Works of the 

Creation, 
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The Rudamcnti of wliidi 
Book were laidi lA fame CdUegp Leo 
tures (catted Common-places) which 
Im^ when Fellow ^ Trimty^ had 
Ttftd in die College Cb^. And 
favii^iiiB^tefiiKdandemalgedtliefe 
Oofnmon-places, and ntttid them up 
fer a eonvenient Volume, he fent tli^ 
Copy to his old trufty Friend Dr. 
iTarKftd RAmfmy on March the 3d 
1690, to be di^x)^ of by him as 
he thought ^ ; who ibon put it into 
^the Bodcleller*s Hands, and Five 
Hundred of diem were accordingly 
printed and publiflied in the Year 
1691. 

This Book was fo well received by 
die Public, that it fbon got univeriai 
Applaufe, and die ImprefHon was 
prefendy fold off, lb that it came to 
a much greater ImpefHon the Year 
following, and afterwards to other

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Editions in 1761,. 1764; 170^, arid 
•I 7 1 4, with) large Additions (18). . 

This Book taking ib well, ^^d 
correfppndiag beft with his Profeii^ 
'ilon as a Divine, encpuraged him to 
think of publifhing another Book. of 
a like Nature; whofe Foundation 
was alfb laid in Cam^nWge ; and this 
was his Tlbree Phyfao-'TTseological Dif*- 
courfes, concerning the Chaos ^ Deluge, 
and Dijfolution of the World. The 
Subftance of thefe Difcourfes, or Part 
of them at lead, had been the Subjed 
of fome Sermons (as I have faid) 
which he had preached at St. Mary% 
before the Univerfity. 

This Book was finiflied at the Prefs 
m- December 1692, and was alfo, as

it came to a fecond Edition the Year 
following. And this Edition being 
Ibkl off, the Bookfeller was, in the 
Year 1703, very importunate with 
Mr. Ray to make Additions to it for 
another Impreffion: Which he was 
prevailed upon to do ; and, having 
done it, he fent them to London^ in 
April 1 7 04. But the principal Book- 
{eller> being at that time in a very ill 
State of Health, and both he and 
his Partner dying not long after, the 
Book with its Additions were laid 
afide, until the Right of Mr. Ray^ 
Copies came into Mr. Innys\ Hands ; 
who got me to look over this Copy 
(I being well acquainted with Mr. 
Rays Papers) and to aflift in the tliird 
Edition, which came out in the Year 

1713- 



As 
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As to the Additions which Mr. 
Ray made to this, and indeed moft 
of his other Books, the chief Reafon 
was, becaufe his Hands were always 
full, and he uneafy till he had gpne 
through his Taik ; and withal bdng 
much advanced in Years, and much 
afHided with Pain and troubleloine 
Ulcers in his Legs, he chofe rather 
to put out his Things haftily in his 
Life-time, than venture them accord- 
ing to Horaces good Advice,

But for his farther Realbns and Ex- 
cufes for his Additions^ I refer to ditf 
Prefaces of his two laft menti(»ied 
Books. 

Soon after thefe Theological Pieces 
were publifhed, the Synopjis Metho- 

dicff- 
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dica Animalktm ^adrupedunty &c. 
W)^ ready for the Preis, and fent to 
hmdon^ and given to the Printers in 
ya»uary 1692, and by them finifhed 
in jft^e following, 1693. For the 
writing of which Hiftory the World 
is obliged to the often before com- 
mended Dr. Tancred Robinfon^ who, 
well knowing Mr. Ray\ great Abili- 
ties, and how acceptable and fervice- 
able his Synopfis of Plants^ and his 
Method of Birds and Fijhes had been, 
thought a Synopfis Methodka of all 
Animals^ and indeed of FoJ/ils, and 
in fhort of all Nature, would be of 
very great Ufe ; and therefore he put 
him upon this Work. But a Synopfis 
of this Amplitude being too operofe 
for one Time, and fuch as Would 
make a Volume much too bulky for 
the Pocket, Mr. Ray therefore firft 
fct upon the ^adrupeds and Ser- 
pent Tribe : And having difpatched 

F 2 that. 
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that, he fet about a Synopfis of Birds 
and Fijhes'y which having likevidfe 
difpatched, he fent it to Dr. Tancred 
Robinfojty on February the 29th> 
1693-4, who took all poiUble Care 
to have it fpeedily printed, which 
was faithfully promifed ; but, either 
by the Sloth or -Carelefsnefs of the 
Bookfellers, who had gotten the Copy, 
and had paid but a finall matter for 
it, or for what other Reafons is un- 
certain, they could not be prevailed 
upon to print it, notwithftanding 
Threats, . as well as Intrcaties and 
Perfuaiions, were ufed to induce them 
to it. And fo it lay fupprefled for 
many Years, infomuch as the Copy 
was thought to have been deftroyed 
or loft. But after Mr. Rays Death, 
Mr. Innys (who had purchafed thofe 
Bookfellers Stock) happening to find 
the Copy among a great Parcel of 
other Papers, put it into my Hands, 

and 
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and I foon got it into the Prefs, and 
had it publiihed in the Beginning of 
the Year 1713. 

In this Sympfai Mr. Ray added 
many Species of Birds 'and FiJheSy 
which were omitted in Mr. fVil-^ 
lughhy% Hiftories of them, and much 
reformed the Method of the Pipes* 
The Additions were chiefly the Birds 
of Mexico \ and the Birds and Fi/bes 
o( India, Spitzherg, yamaica, and 
thofe in the Ley den Library; and- 
laflly the Whale kind about Scotland. 
To which I prefumed myfelf to a^dd 
the Figures, and fome fmall Account 
of fome Birds and Fifhes, which the 
flcilful Mr. Pefiver importuned me 
to infers. 

When Mr. Ray had difpatched his 
Sympjis Methodica Avium &' Pif- 
ciufn, he thought he had finifhed his 

F 3 Labours, 
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Labours, and began to be miicH 
pleaied with the Thoughts of it: 
But at the fame Time Rameolff^t 
Travels were thought worthy of be- 
ing tranflated ititoEngli/h^ andprintedt 
The Occaiion of which wai, That 
Rauwolffy being a very juditious as 
well as curious Traveller, and having 
written his Travels in High Dutch^ 
and his Book being grown very fcarce, 
Sir Hans Sloancy C'aptain Hatton, 
and fomc other confiderablc Virtuo- 
Ibs, procured the Book from the 
Royal Society (few befides having if), 
and got Mr. Staphorjl to tranflatc it 
into Englijh. But it not being 
thought proper to truft.the Mattct 
wholly to himy it was agreed to get 
Mr. Ray to rcvifc and corred the 
Tranflation (19), and to add a Cata-

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logue of filch Plants as grow in the 
Places where Rauwolff had been. 
And accordingly Mr. Ray drew up 
fiich a Catalogue fot the Purpofe, 
viz, of Grecian and Syrian PlaniSy 
and thofe of Egypt and Crete, Which^ 
with Rauwolff & Travels, and feme 
other fcarce and curious Trads;, were 
printed in 1693. 

Having mentioned this Catalbgue 
of foreign Plants, it reminds me to 
take Notice next of his Sylloge Stir- 
pium Ruropcearum extra Britannianty 
which he wrote about this Time. 
The .Occafion of which was this: 
His Catalogus Stirpium in exteris Re- 
gimikusj &c. being out of Print, the 
Bookfellers were very preffing for an- 
other Edition, with Improvements; 
which Mr. Rajvf^% minded to gratify 
them in ; and therefore to the Vege- 
tables which he had himfelf bbferved, 
F 4 he 
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he added others that he had omitted ' 
in the Places through which he had 
travelled But his learned Friend 
Dr. Tancred Robinfotiy not content 
herewith, perfuaded him to make it 
more complete and ufeful, by taking 
in the Vegetables of all Europe^ 
growing out of Britain^ and of all 
other Parts, except India and Ame- 
rica : By which means Travellers, or 
others, might know what Vegetables 
they might exped in all Places where 
they fhould come. 

This Book was publiftied in the 
Year 1694. About two Years be- 
fore which Rivinus publiflied his In^ 
troduElion^ and prefented Mr. Ray 
with it J and therein makes Ufe of 
a different Method from Mr, Ray%* 
And this Sylloge being the next Thing 
which Mr. Ray publifhed, he took 
Occafion in the Preface to examine

Ravinus his Method, and fliewed the' 
Deficiencies of it. Which RivinuS^ 
loon anfwered in Novembef' idAovf- 
ing, in a printed Letter to Mr, Ray\ 
wherein he ufeth gteat Compyfance 
and Civility to Mr. Ray iri Appear^: 
ance, but could not forbear giving 
him now and then fome angry Strokes^ 
and too fupercilioufly and contemp- 
tuoufly runs down Mr. i?tfy's, and 
endeavours to eftablifli his own Me- 
thod. Which Ufage Mr. Ray fhewed 
fome gentle Refentment of, in a 
Reply he made to Rivinus his Letter 5 
which was printed in 1696, together 
with a Diflertation concerning Me- 
thod, in which he examihes Monfieur 
Tournefort' %^ as well as Rivinus his 
Method; who, in his Elements of 
Botany, took frequent Occafion to 
carp at and run down Mr. Ray\ 
Method. But, in the Opinion of 
better Judges than myfelf, Mr. Ray 
8 hath 
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hath fufficiendy anfwered all thdr 
Otjedionfr igainfl his Method, and 
abundantly ihewed the Imperfedions 
and W«ikncfs, both of Dr. Rwmtis*t 
Method (i2o), which was taken from 
Ac I^wmber of Peta/a in a Flower, 
as alio of Monfieur Tournefort\ 
which was taken from the Form and 
Make of the Flower. 

But this contentious Way of Writ- 
ing was by no means agreeable to 
Mr. Jiay's fweet and peaceable Na- 
ture, who, as he loved all Men, Ho 
defired to be at perfed Peace and 
Unity with All ; and his Uneafinefs 
on this Account, I find in fevCral 
of his Letter* to his Friends, wherein 
he carprefles himfelf in very Arong 
Terms on this Subjed:.

This new reformed Metht)d he 
finifhed in the Year 1698, notwith- 
ftanding, at the fame time; he was 
grievotiily vexed with a cdntinual 
I^nhsea, and Vfery painful Ulcers in 
his L^gs, which eat deep into ^e 
Flefti, and kept him waking whcie 
Nights. By which means he was fb 
difahied from going to Landc/n^ ts^ 
any where among the Phyfic-Cjardehs 
(which was ablblutely neceflary to 
the perfeding his Methodus nifua) rfiat 
he tells Pr, Tancred Robirfon, in a 

Letter 
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Letter of September the 30th 1698, 
be could not fo much as walk into the 
neighbouring Fields^ &c. 

. This Book, although iinifhed in 
1698, could not be printed without 
Difficulty in Four or Five Years 
after. For the London Bookfellers 
were unwilling to undertake it, fo 
that Mr. 'Ray was forced to confult 
his learned Friend Dr. Hotton, the 
Botanic Profeflbr of Leyden, about 
it ^ who, with all Readinefs, under- 
took to have it printed in Holland 'y 
and was fo earneft to get the Copy 
over, that I find many importunate 
L»etters from him to Mr. Ray about 
it. And at laft having received the 
Copy, he got the Waafbergs of Am- 
fierdam to undertake it, who printed 
nop Copies 2X Leyden (where Dr. 
Hotton lived) that he might fupervife 
the Frefs. 

The 
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The Printers finifhcd their Taik 
in 1 703 ; and the Waajbergs (thinks 
iDg it for their Intereft) had it ^id in 
the Title-page, that it was j&m/^ of 
London, for Smith and Walfofd^ 
{who ufed to print Mr. Ra/% Things) 
and defired Mr. Ray% Leave to iky 
ib; but he refufed his Confent, it 
being a maniftft Falfliood. How- 
ever, they did it without his Leave, 
pleading it to be their Right, and 
that it was cuftomary among the 
Printers to fay what they thought 
would be for their Intereft in fuch 
Cafes. 

This Book was much approved of 
among the Foreigners, and Mr. Raj\ 
Method was much taught by fome 
of the moft eminent Profeflbrs abroad, 
particularly Dr. .Hotton himfelf, as 
he tells Mr. Ray in fome of his Let- 
ters. As in one of July the 3d

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Vivacity in bis Style, whether he 
wrote in BoigUfi^ or Latiny which 
wa$ equally cafy to him j all which 
(notwithftanding his great Age> and 
the Debility and Infirmities c£ his 
Body) he retained, even to his dying 
Day i of which he gave good Proof 
in fome of his Letters, written mapi- 
feftly with a dying Hand (22). 

In a Word, in hia Dealings, no 
Man more ftri<5ly juft-; in his Con- 
verfation, no Man more humble, 
courteous, and affable : Towards God, 
no Man more devout; and towards 
the Poor and Diftrefled, no Man 
more compaflionate and charitable, 
according to his Abilities.

This Place may be feen at 
die leaft 2o'-^fiks (I thiak) every 
Way; ilandirig on an high Hill, ia' 
the midft of a Level, At Warwick 
I ilaid feveral Days, and lodged at 
S5r Henry JVetnam's at thie Wory; 
aad in the mean ^time went to St. 
jlfei^'s, the principal Church, from 
the Steeple whereGf I had a Profpeft 
oi the Town, wmch, for the Big- 
nefe of k, is good and neat, well 
l»Hlt, and pleafantly fituatC) the Body 
of it in Form of a Crofi, as mc^ 
old Towns are. In the Church is a 
ve^'hand^)|]ae.C^oir, wherein they 
receive the CcKmnunion; a large 
Cfeftpeji, in wMph is a goodly hrafs 
Monument ctf one of the BeaucbampSy 
who ferved Kin^ Henry VI. in the 
French Wars; aWb the Monument 
of the famous Robert Dudley^ Earl

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of Leicefter; and in a little round 
Place like a Chapter Houfe, a mar- 
ble Monument of (k) Sir Fulke Gre^ 
•ui/esy infcribed, Fulke CrevrUy Ser^ 
vant to ^een Elizabeth, Counfell&. 
to King James, and Friend to Sif^ 
Philip Sidney. J went then to fee 
the Caflle belonging to my Lord 
Brooke, who then lived in it, and 
was in a Confumption, and js fince 
dead. There are two noted Towers, 
one called Julit4,s Ceefar\ Tamer y and 
another which ftands higher, called 
Guy^ ToweTy which we afcended, 
and from thence had a Profped: of

I negleded to fee the Rib of the 
Dun Cow, Bnd Gufs Sword. I rode 
out a Mile or more from die Town, 
to fee G»y's Cliffy an Houfe fb called, 
on die Bank of the River ^on, 
where then my Ldrd Baltinglafi did 
live. There I few a litde Chapel or 
Ghauntry, wherein was Guy& Statue, 
in the juft Dimenfion, and a fmall 
Grot in the Rock, which diey call 
G«y's Cave, in which he is reported 
to have fliut himfelf up, and done 
Penance.

The Hke Seal 
a„dInfoiptio«onihcfore-me«ioncd 
Grant. Alfo a Patent of Edward 
IIL for ^^^ Warren ta another of 
the Name of Archery with a Seal; 
on the one Side of whidh was the 
Figure of the King, on Horfe-back, 
on the other he was reprefented fit- 
ting on his Throne. 

Augufl the 1 8th, I departed from 
the Priory y and rode through Co/Gen- 
try to Apby-de-la-Zouch- Coven- 
try \s 2. well built City, and has a 

very 
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\.e,vy beautifiil.Market^Cror%. and cme 
hi§$; Church. The Story o£ ths 
Irddy Gade^a^ who rode, naked? thra 
nhisi Town, va^ be had at large, in 
Z^^ik's Defcriptioa oS If^arwick- 
Jhire, and indeed whatcwr is remack^ 
able, or worth noting in the whole 
County. . At AJhby I law ;the Earl 
o£ Huntingdon^ Houfe, now almoft 
quite ruined ; this was the principal 
Strength of the Garrifon at Ap:>by, 
Thence, the next. Day, I pafleii on 
through D^rhy to. AJhburn^ in the 
P^iS^.: Derly is a large TQwn,-'but 
meanly built; there have been, in it 
five Churches, but fome of them are 
decayed, and ready to drop. down. 
Here I was told, by a Country man, 
that there is a Pool on the Tope of a 
Mountain, reported: bottomlefs, near 
Leeky named Blackmeer, In my 
Journey this Day, I faw fome Coal- 
Pits about two Miles ixovsi Afbby^ 

and 
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and pafled the River 7re^^ at Swar-^ 
fin Bridge, where is a Caufley crofe 
the Meadows about Half a Mile long^ 
that deferves to be r^membred, caft 
tip with abundance of > Pains and 
Coftatthefirfti 

Auguft the 19th, I got to Afth^ 
hurity where is a very fair Ghurch^ 
built Cathedral-wifci 

Auguft the 20thj I lodged at 
Buxton or Buckftone^ and that Night 
entered Pool\ Hole^ which is about 
Half a Mile diftant from thence. The 
Bottom of this Hole is all very un- 
even and flippery, and fomewhat 
dangerous to walk in. The Water 
therein dropping from the Top, pe- 
trifies into a White crumbling Stone, 
fomewhat like Alabafier^ and where- 
ever there is a Drop of Water dif- 
tilling conftantly from the Top, there 

is 
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is under it a Pillar of Stone, which by 
JDegrees rifes higher and higher, and 
willatlaft, doubtlefs, come to touch 
tihe very Top. One of thefe Pillars, 
more large and remarkable than the 
reft, they call the Font, for its Like- 
nefs; for they have all of them a 
Cavity in the Head, containing a 
good Quantity pf Water, into which 
the Drops fall. The Water entire 
petrifies not, but there be in it Atoms 
of Stone diflblved and fwimming, as 
do the Parts of a Metal diflblved in 
ia convenient Menftruum ; with thele, 
whether the Water , being over- 
charged, doth precipitate or let go 
fome, or whether by Adhefion . or 
fimilary Attradlion, fome of them 
leave the Water, and ftick to others 
.till at laft they compound a great 
Mafs? For as common or Rain Wa- 
ter, falling upon a Stone, doth con- 
tinually carry away fome infenfible 
I Ramcnta 
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Rfmknta or Atoms of it, which pro- 
bably are fuftained by the Water as 
by a convenient Menftruiim, fo hejre 
the Water, being more, than fated or 
imj*egnated with lapideous Atoms, 
falling upon a Stone, doth continually 
let fome go, which, being of the 
i^me Nature, adhere to the Stone, 
and augment its Bulk. In the rude 
Rock, there be fome Stones which 
knitate a Bacon-Flitch, fome a Lion^ 
^ff. which they call by thofe Names. 
There is in it a Place which they call 
the ^eens Pillar^ becaufe Mary 
^een of Scots went in fo far; be- 
yond which it is not ealy to go with- 
oiut climbing on your Hands and 
Knees. Sometimes, inarainyWin^ 
ter, this Cave at the Bottom is full 
of Water, which gufheth out itt 
great Plenty at the Mouth of it. At 
• Buxton I iaw and felt the Water in. 
the Hot-Welly which is nothing near 

lb- 
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(to hot as the Waters at Batk Here* 
about are very many hot Spritigs, and 
ibme cold ones near them, but not 
ttny that I could find io near as is 
f^)orted) vi%. that you might put 
your ThiHnb into <»ie, and your 
Finger into another. I think there* 
ftfeout be as many, aiid poffibly fome 
as hot Springs as any, at the BatL 
Underneath the Earth i« nothing but 
Limeftone. Here is a Well called 
St. Anne% of Buckfione, a warm 
Spring, which they drink, and fancy 
that it cures all Difeafes. On the 
moorifh Hills, and in the Paftures 
hereabout, I firft oh^^tw^A Akhimillai 
Mufcus clcnjatuSi five Lycopodium 
Erka baccifera fruBu nigroy P^icci- 
nia rubra^ Vitis Idaa thytni foliisy 
Mufcus ereSius abietiformis. Out of 
an Hill near Buxton, called u^xe-- 
Edge, Ipring Four Rivers, which 
nm Four contrary Ways, vis^. Dove 

I 2 South, 
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South, Dam Weft, Gwayi I^iTorth, 
and Wye Eaft. 

Augufi the 2 2d, I rode to a 
Place caUed Weeding, Well, where 
there is fliewn a little Well, which, 
they will tell you, fometimes ebbs 
and flows three times in an Hour, 
but in thefe dry Summei;s hath quite 
ceafed. Thence I went to Elden- 
Hoky which may be, for aught I 
know, for Depth, fuch as is reported : 
If you caft a Stone into it, after a 
while you fhall hear the Noife of it 
ftriking againft the Sides to and again*, 
They tell a Story of Sir Thotnas Ca- 
vendip endeavouring to fathom it, 
and of a Stone that fticks out in it 
on one Side about Fourfcore Fathoms 
down j it lies open without any Fence 
or Rail, fo that it is eafy for Cattle, 
to fall into it. Hence I~ went to 
Mamjne 7'orr, wliich is an high Moun^ 

tain 
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t3ain broken on one Side, of which 
the Tradition is, that the Earth con- 
tinually falls down, yet is not the 
Hill any thing diminifhed, nor the 
Heaps of Earth below at aU en- 
creafed. I got as near as I could to 
the broken Side, but could not hear 
or lee any fuch running down of the 
Earth j when there is Rain, the Wa- 
ter running down wafheth away with 
it much of the Hill. I was inform- 
ed, that on the Top of this Moun- 
tain is an antient Roman Camp, en- 
Compafled with a double Trench, 
whereabouts are fometimes found 
Store of antient Roman Medals. 
Hence I went the fame Day to Caf- 
tletoHy when I entered that great and 
famous Specus or CavCy called the 
Devil's A ; which is of a marvel- 
ous Breadth at the Mouth, and wider 
(they fay) than any artificial Arch 
now to be feen : Within the Entrance 

I 3 are 
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are two or thriie G^ttages where poor 
People live. I went in as far ai the 
firft Water, which is not far, which» 
if you pajTs, they fay you meet with 
a Secoind, which Ukewife may be 
paflbd, and then you pome to a 
Third, where the Water and the Top 
meet. Upon the Mountain, juft 
above this Hole, ftands an old Qa£- 
de, from whence the adjoining Town 
took its Name. Hereabout grows 
Plenty of Cochlearia *rotundi foliay 
as I was informed by feveral People 
living here; of which I doubt not, 
becaufe I have found it in the Uttle 
Rtlls defcxnding from many high 
Hills, as Pmigent and (c) Inglebo- 
rough. Hence, climbing many ftony 

HiUs, 

(t) Oh this Hill, fayti Mr. Raj^ grows tho 
following Plants; to mt, Polygonatum latifoUumi, 
Sedum Eric^e foliis^ (about the Beacon plenti-. 
fully,) fbalithum mimsy JUlium convallitttn,

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Hills, aod pailing many Uneveimef- 
-fes, I proceeded as far a§ Dickly^ ia 
the Way to MancbeJleTy which is a. 
large and a very neat Town. Here, 
I took Notice of the College, and 
the Acw Library, which they had 
furnifhed with ufeful and choice 
Books. I faw the Free-School and 
the Church, from the Steeple of 
which I had a Profped of the Town. 
Accompanied with Mr. Birch^ the 
School-Mafter, I went to fee the 
Place, where of old had been (I 
think) a Roman Fortification, which 
they there call the Caftle; it is a 
Mile or more from the Town : The 
Area thereof is large. Near this^ 
Spot I law a little Houfe cut out ojf 

j&ium urfinuntf alio a fma!! Yeiiow Mountain ' 
Sidum, and a Sort of Myagrum, Rbodia radix, Se- 
dum ericoides, and Seditm Alpinum luteum minust 
all three abundantly ; alfo Salix pumila folio ro-* 
mndo Jlpina^ but in no great Plenty. 

I 4 the 
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the Rock, the like whereto I had 
before feen at Guys Cliff, and fince 
at Bridgenorth, Nottingham, and 
other Places. 

Auguji the 24thj I dire<5ted my 
Courfe towards North Wales, and 
that Night lay at Wefi Chejier. I 
pafled through Northwych, where \' 
law the Manner of making Salt. 
The Brine Pit, or Salt Spring, is 
near to the Bank of the River, thence 
they pump up the Water, which is 
by Troughs conveyed into the Pans, 
where it is evaporated by boiling. 
The Salt, after its cryftallizing, falls 
down to the Bottom, and they take 
it out by wooden Scummers, and 
put it in Frails, and fet it in a warm 
Room behind the Furnace, to drain 
and dry. The Salt is very white ; I 
did not enquire whether they made 
ufe of Ox's Blood, as they do who 

make 
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make Salt of Sea Water. The City 
of Cbefter is large and indiflerently 
isir. It hath one Peculiarity which 
no other Town hath, that I have 
fecn in England: That is the Rows 
(as they <^ them) or Cloifters on 
each Side of all the coniiderable 
Streets in the Town, in which one 
•may walk the Streets under Cover in 
die dry, in the moft rainy and wet 
Weather. The Town is well walled 
about ; the Cathedral built of a red 
landy Stone, which fuffers much by 
the Weather. It hath little Beauty 
within or without. There is like- 
wife a Caflle held by a fmall Garri- 
fon, wherein the Affizes are kept. 

Auguji the 25th; From Chefler 
I rode over the Sands as far as Flint 
Cajlle^ which ftands upon the Sea, 
but is now almoft quite fallen down ; 
thence to Halrwell^ where I faw and 
• drank 
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drank of the fo nwch faxncd Water 
of St. mnifred\ JVell^ which I, 
knew not how to diilii^ifh from, 
conxmqn Water. It is a moft copi-. 
oug Spring; I have not any where 
feen fo much Water rife out df the. 
Earth in ib fmall a Compafs \ over it 
is an handibme Stone Building, and 
by it a Chapel, where lie continually 
a great Number of poor, lame, im- 
potent People, more I believe to beg 
and receive the Alms of Strangers,; 
that either out of Curiofity or Devo- 
tion come to vifit and fee the Well, 
than out of Hope to receive much 
Beneik by the Ufe of this Water, 
though the Inhabitants of this Place 
wilt tell you Stories enough, very 
confidently and circumftantially, of 
' lately done miraculous Cu^-es by the 
Ufe thereof: But I have learned that 
to diibuft is Nervus Sapientia, Leay-. 
ing Halkoell that Night, I reached 
a St, 
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8t Afaphi ^ Bilhop's See, where 
thiere is a very poor Cathedral Church, 
ep(v«ied with Shingles or Tiles, ex-*; 
o^)dog one of the liles, wh^e alio 
tiie Lead is fallen off, which yet is 
eftcenied here a ftately Fabridk* 

Augufi the a 6th, I went to Aber^ 
cenwe^i a pretty little Town in Car-^ 
narvmfinre^ inck>led with an high 
aaid itong Wall, Here is a CaftU 
ftanding on a Rock, within the Wa- 
ter, of great Strength, and which 
(^ they told me) held out the laft for 
the King. Here the Afllzes were 
now holden. The Place is but poor, 
as is generally all the Country ; tho* 
about St, Afaph there is a very plea- 
0uit, and (i believe) fruitful Vale. 

Auguji the 27th, I made for the 
Ifle of Anglefey ; and riding over the 
3ands, undo: an high Rock, called 

Penman 
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Penman Daughan^ and over another 
called Penman mawr^ in a narrow^ 
and fomcwhat dangerous Way, there 
being a very fteep Precipice into the 
Sea on one Hand ; I yet mified the 
Opportunity of the Sands, to go 
over to Beaumaris^ and was forced 
to go round by Bangor^ another 
Epifcopal See, but a fmall Village, 
and the Cathedral a mean one. I 
paffed the Ferry at Porthaithvoyth in- 
to the Ifle of Anghfey^ and lodged 
at Beaumaris^ a pretty little Town, 
having an handfome. ftrong Caftle.. 
The Welch people generally arc ex- 
tremely civil and well bred, very 
honeft and courteous to Strangers. 

Auguji the 31ft, I removed to 
Carnarvon^ pafTmg over the Ferry 
juft named. Carnarvon is a fraall 
Town, walled about with a tall but 
(light Wall. The Cafih is large, 

hath 
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liath ftxnierljr been cxmfideraUe £at 
its Strength and Beauty, but now is 
quite gone to Decay: Edward H. ¥^s 
bom in it. 

September the ift, I left Canutr- 
vorty intending for Srmoden^ having 
for that Purpofe, hired a Guide to 
condud me to the Top of the Hill. 
But it rained fb hard, and the Wea- 
ther proved fo bad, that I was forced, 
within a Mile of the Town, to take 
Shelter in a fmall Cottage. After 
that I proceeded to the Foot of the 
Hill, where my Guide defponding, 
and being fomewhat late, I was 
forced to difmifs him. This Night I 
lodged at Bethkellert. 

September the 2d. , At Bethkellert 
I hired another Guide to the Top of 
Snowden j we marched up on Foot 
about Four Miles. The Top of the 

Mountain 
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MoUDtaiA ^^6 coi^««d with Clou^C^ 
fo that I \d^ the Profpea ufuaM)^ 
taken from thentoe df liie adjacent 
Country. Divers rare Plants f fdund 
on the Top and Sides of the Hill, 
which were then Strangers to me, dfe 
quibui confule Catakgum>. 

• Septemher the 3d, I rode &om 
Bethkeilert to Bala, in Mermtethfi^e, 
a long and bad Way, tho' accounted 
but 20 Miles* The Affizes were 
then held there. 

September the 5th, I rdde td 
JOolgehle^ a fmall Town, where I 
firft heard of the Obfervatiofls of art 
O^r</Scholar cpnccmingthat Town, 
iince printed in Fullers Worthies. It 
ftands tinder an H31 calied^iwfer/- 
dris, {aid to be three Miles high, 
which I afcendcd, from whence I 
had a fair Profped of the Coontry 

round 
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tDund about. I found no new 
Plants, fave the Globe Flower ^ Cyprefs 
Mofsy and another fmall Club Mofs 
Kidth White Seeds. 

September the 6th, I traivielled to 
fdahentkr^ and thence to the Silver 
Mills, where I faw and learned the 
whole Procefs of the Work of melt- 
ing and refining of Silver. They 
have two Sorts of Ore, the one rich 
t)f Dwrem and Comfotnloghy the other 
poorer of Tnlabont. They mix thcfe, 
/Six Parts of Dorr ens Ore v»dth Four 
of Talabonty h&isxik Dorrem being 
•fich, will not "melt off the Hearth 
^thout fuch a Quantity of the Ta- 
labont. Then they cariy it in a Bar- 
row from the Storehoufe, to each 
Smelter's feveral Bing^ where it is 
melted with Kack and White Coal 
(that is, Sticks cut into fmall Pieces, 
tiien flit and dried) ; but the whole of 

this 
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this I had< afterwards more exadly in 
my Fourth Voyage. 

September the 7th, I dircded my 
Ck)urfe to Shrew/bury^ and lodged at 
Llanver^ Oaartoi ff^elch-Pool; where 
I firft heard of the Death of Oliver 
JL. Protestor. 

September the 8 th, I rode through 
Welch Pool to Shrewjbury. This 
Town is as large as Cambridgey fair, 
well-built, compad, walled almofl 
round with a thick, and ftrong Wall 
(as Walls go in England)^ yet but 
low. It hath a CaJlUy fix Churches, 
a great Free-School, having four 
Mailers ; and a Brewhoufe noted for 
its Bignefs. Shrewjbury Cakes are 
much efteemed. 

September the 12 th, I travelled 
to Kederminfter\ and from thence 

proceeded 
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prooeeded on to Worcefier. This 
Town is large, hath a fair Cathedral, 
within fide very handfome, but de- 
caying apace. There are in it three 
or four good Streets, but no very 
good Market-place. It is in Strength 
inferior to Shr^wjbury ; for Greatnefs 
and Beauty equal. By the Way, as 
I 'came hither, I pafled Bridgtmrtb^ 
where I faw a fair Street of new- 
built Houfes, and divers little Houfes 
cut out of the Rock, particularly a 
great Wine Cellar, which deferves to 
be feen. I had a Profpe<9: of War- 
cejier from the Steeple of the Cathe- 
dral. In the Choir is a Monument 
of King yohn^ with a Crown on Jiis 
Head, lying between two Bifhops. 
No Infcription, biit only on the Top 
of his Head, within the Crown, 
Johannes Rex Anglie^ which I fu- 
fped: to be of a later Date. Here is 
alfo a Monument for Prince Artbury 
K infcribed 
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infcribed, Here lietb Prince Arthur, 
the Firfi-begotten. of Henry the jtb^ 
&c. who died in the i yth Tear of hit 
Age^ and in the Tear of our Lord 
1502. 

September (he 13 th, I rode to 
Gloucefiery where I (aw the great 
Church, and therein the Monument 
of Robert de Courtoisy his Effipcs 
in Wood lies crols-legged ; alfo the 
Monument of one John Jones^ who 
had been thrice Mayor y and Secretcay 
to Six BiJhopSy who died the Morrow 
Night after that his Monument was 
finifhed j another of Edward 11. but 
a poor one for a King. I fawalib 
the Whifpering-place, and the new 
Library. There is the faireft and 
largeft Cloifter that I had any where 
obferved. The Town confifts prin- 
cipally of two Streets croffing one 
another.

From G^«- 
cefter^ I ^ f^r^^ar^ for Cambridg^t 
lodging tEe Firft Night at St(m in 
ti^ J^4^.

Service : the Chorifters made us pay 
Money for coming into the Choir 
with our Spurs on. 

July the 27 th, We rode cm to 
Crowlandy 6 Miles ; there we viewed 
the famous Abbey-Church, (b much 
of it as is yet (landing. The Roof 
within, covered with Wood, hath been 
curioufly gilded 5 and rounds, about 
on the Sides, underneath the Roof, 
arc artificially carved many Species of

Animals, 
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Animals, both Beafts and Birds. In 
die Time of the kte Wars this 
Church was made a Garriibn, and 
held for the King: When it Was 
taken by the P^rUament, one of the 
Town Soldiers, afirighted, got up to^ 
the Top of the Church above the 
Wood-work wherewith it is covered^ 
and walked along, till he came to a 
Place where wanted a Board, there, 
whether cafually flipping down, or 
volimtarily (or being aftonied by 
the Soldiers calling upon him to 
come down) hung a long time by 
the Arms in^o the Church, which 
is of a great Height ; till at laft, be- 
ing weary, he fell into the Church, 
but yet was not fo daftied to Pieces, 
with the Fall, but that he Uved a. 
Day or two. This Church feemeth 
to have been built Cathedral-wife, 
but now there remains only Part of 
the Body of the Church, the Choir

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By the Way wc obferved, that gene- 
rally all along the Ridges of their 
Hou/es and the Ckw-ners (which Houfes 
are covered with Thatch of Straw or 
Reed, and the Ridges and Corners 
made up with Qay) they plant Houfes 
Ifeek in great Plenty, whether for 
Ornament or Ufe we did not enquire. 
At KirktoHt a Village near Bofion^ 
there is (which. Cktmden alfo taketh 
Notice of) a very fair Church, built 
Cathedral-wife* This Town gives 
Original and Name to that Sort of 
Apples which are called at Cambridge 
cbrruptly Girton Pippins^ of a vpy 
pleafant Tafte, It's truly obferved 
bjr Camdeity that in Holland in Lin- 
coin/hire, and generally in all the 
Fen Countries, the Churches are 
very fair, and built c^ Stone, : though . 
the Country thereabouts, For many 
Miles, fcarce affords a Pebble. 

K4* July 
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July the 27 th, and the 28th be- 
ing Sunday^ we lodged zt Boftm, 
The Town for that Country is large, 
populous, and hath a good Trade. 
The Church is fair and great. The 
Steeple, for a Tower, the talleft that 
ever 1 fawj {landing in a level 
Country, it may be feen for many 
Miles, and is alfo a Sea-Mark. From 
the Ground to the higheft Tc^, the 
Afcent is of 364 Steps, The Lead 
Lanthorn (as they call it) is uncovered, 
and raifed above the Leads to a very 
coniiderable Height, vi%. 79 Steps. 
There is a kind of Exchange which 
they call the Mart-yard (by Camden 
called the Gild) and a Free-School, 
and fome other Buildings which we 
took Notice of. The Town is go- 
verned by a Mayor, 12 Aldermen, 



July 
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July the 29th, Wc rode from 
Bofton through Lincoln^ to a Flace 
called the Spittk^ 34 Miles. By the 
Way -we pa^d Taterjbaliy where 
there is a Caftie belon^ng to the 
Earl of Lincoln. This, of a Market- 
Town, is the meaneft that I have 
feen in the South of England* In 
later/hall Park we firft dilcovered 
Pneumonanthey which afterwards, on 
many heathy Grounds, we found 
both in Lmcolnjbire and Torhjbire, 
We pafled very bad Ways, and had 
like to have been laid &ft in a Place, 
called my Ladys Hoky in a rotten 
marfhy Ground near Tupham-Abbty, 
As we proceeded towards Lincoln^ 
we faw, on the left Hand, the Ruins 
of Bardmy-Abbey ; and on the Right 
of Berlins we pafled over a great 
Water, at a Place called the (hort 
Ferry. At Lincoln we viewed the 
Cathedral, whieh is, , indeed, a very 

beau- 
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I^eai^ifiii Building,' with a double 
CfC^. We aiceifided one of die

Here we found it 
true> mnuunt frafentia famam, 
Froni this Steeple we had a Profped 
of the City, which now confifts only 
ef 01^ Jong Street. It is a mean 
and poor Platte; not well built ]^ of 
iittl^ ^ade J many of the Churches 
fallen ^wHj of .no Strength. In 
this Cit^ we fawa Bowling-Green, 
m the Bottom of a Pit or Pond, 
whicih oi^e would fufped fhould^ in 
thte Wijiter-time, be filled with Rain, 
and turned into a (Handing Fopliof 

Water, 
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Water. The Tttwn beiikg full of 
Tumult, by reafcm that the Aifi^tts 
were there diat I>ay, we AfEiid not ail 
Night, but rode on 10 Miks fiirthe)' 
tt> dbe Sf»tfky where wii found bikt 
heA Accoitunbdationsi, bebaufe tht 
inn there had k little before beeik 
{aECCidentally burnt down. 

July the 30th, We went on from 
the Spittle to GiandfordSridgey id 
Miles^ and thence to Bdrtwi upon 
&um&er, 8 Miles, from whence wt 
ferried o^er orik-fdves and ^ur Horfeb 
to Kingfton upon HuU^ . 5 Milesw At 
jten^/Z we wfere received bj^v'Soldierij, 
Izondudted to the Main'^tiardy «ikI , 
^examined by. one Captain :^^%jWnE«^ 
trnti who was then tipoti Guttrdi 
^hb aftei'wards came to-dur bia^ft 
vifit us. in tlie Mof ning We ^ve<Bt 
to fee the great Chiiroh (which the 

Clerk 
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Clerk tdid us was called St. Tr^w/y's). 
The Choir is very fair and large, but 
built of Brick. The Pillars in the 
Church and Choir very Hendery To 
diat the whole is lightfome. It is 
built in. Form of a Cathedral, and 
hath, according to the Statute, a Suf- 
fragan Bifhop. Every one that is 
buried here, gives Five Shillings and 
Six-pence towards the Repair of the 
Church. From the Steeple we had 
a Profped of the Town, which is 
fair and well-built, every Street payed 
handfbmely. It is fenced with a 
ftrong Brick- Wall, and a double 
Ditch, with an high Earth- Work 
between them. The Country round 
about is an ofAik Level, for 5 Miles 
£romthe Town every Way, and they 
fey may be over-flowed, by cutting 
the Banks at full Sea, and letting in 
the Water, fo that the Town is. very 

ftrongly 
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ftrongly fituate arid fortified. Na- 
ture and Art confpiring to make it 
lEflpregnable. We obiervedy in a 
Clofe near the Town called Gram-' 
wtcky great Store of Carum ; it grows 
m many Places about this Town, 
and in fome Places of the Fens in 
Lincoln/hire. In this Town there is 
a Foundation called Trinity-Houfe^ 
which is a Society of Merchants, and 
to it belong good Revenues. There 
are maintained thirty poor Women, 
called Sifters, every one of whom . 
hath a little Chamber or Cell to live 
in. This Building confifts of a 
Chapel, two Rows of Chambers be- 
low Stairs for the Sifters, and two 
Rooms above Stairs, one very fair, 
where the Brethren of the Society 
meet, in which hang many Tables 
of Orders for the Society's Govern- 
ment ; another large Chamber where 
they make Sails: In the middle 

whereof 
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wlicreqf fc) hangeth the. Effigies of 
a Nairn of Groojilaiid) with a C&^t 
of Skipa upon him,, fitting in ^ Y<ery 
fmall Boat or Canoe, CQv«f^ vtdlh'

We. few the 
Water-houfe, which furnilKcth the 
whole Town with ' foefli WaWr * . The 
Water is drawiT< up'by Hidd^s into 
two Cifternsj^by a Device which I 
had not beforepb^etved. We viewed 
8 alfo 
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alfo the Free-School, over which artf 
two Rooms; one, in which the 
Merchants have their Feails, another 
with Seats, wherein they meet to 
confer. The Town is governed by 
a Mayor and 12 Aldermen. The 
Mkyor hath a large Mace bpme be-* 
fore him on Feftival Days, and a Cap 
of Maintenance, and a fmall Mace 
for ordinary Days; alio two Swords, 
the lefler given by King Richard II. 
the larger by Henry VIII. but one 
borne at a Time. There is alfo a 
finallMace for the Water-Bailiff ; alfo 
another little one called the Blood- 
wipe^ which they uie in parting of 
Frays, and he that draws Blood of 
another forfeits a Noble to the 
Mayorefs. Befides thefe, is a wooden 
Enfign like a Knife, called the Ad- 
miralty Mace^ with which the ^<z/^r- 
Serjeant arrefteth Ships. At the 
Mayor's Houfe is kept a fair Cup- 

^ board 
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board of public Plate belonging to 
the Town. The principal Com- 
modities (exported at leaft) wherein 
the Town's Trade coniifts, are Lead^ 
brought hither out of Derhyjhirey 
and Cloth for Sails. This Town 
fumifheth the greateft Part of Tork- 
Jhire^t and the adjoining Countries 
with Wines. We faw a pubUc Build- 
ing near the River Hui/y which they 
call the Exchange. On the further 
Side of the River Hu/I ftand three 
Forts; one called the North-Block-^ 
houfey the middle-moft the Caflky 
and the third the South-Blockhoufey 
all three garrifoned with Soldiers, 
and built of Brick. The Souths 
Blockhoufey which commands the 
Humbery is in good Repair, the 
other two fomewhat decayed. On 
the Tops of the Walls of this laft, 
we obferved the common Pink grow- 
ing in great Plenty. King Henry 
L VIII. 
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VIII. his Houfe, called the Maiior> 
is now the Magazine. Hull is noted 
for good Ale. The Town of Hull 
was (they fey) of old Time, a fmall 
Village caUed JVike, till the Mer- 
chants, leaving the Spume or Sprwty 
which is the utmoft Point of Holder- 
mfsy upon the Sea, becaufe the Sea 
daily encroached upon their Town 
there, cameandfeatedthemfelveshere, 
twenty Miles higher up the Humbert 
Thence came Hull to its Growth and 
Riches. The Governor of the Town, 
at our being there, was the Lord 
Bellafis. There is an old Saying, 

JVhen Dighton ispuWd dvwn^ 
Hull jhml become a great Town. 

This Dighton was a Village clofe by 
the Town, pulled down in the Time 
of the late Wars. 

Augufi the I ft. We proceeded 
on our Journey from Hutly through 

Beverley^ 
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^everUy^ to Selly^ 27 Miles. At Be- 
verley we ftaid to ^ the Mmfier^ a 
▼ery fair Building; the Roof an Arch 
of Stone. It hath a double Cro& 
Building, one in the Choir. The 
Seats in the Choir were canopied over 
with very good carved Wood- Work 
with little Statues, which are now 
taken away. In the Church are feve- 
ral Monuments of the Piercies of 
Norihumberlandy the Earls whereof 
have added a little Chapel to the 
Choir, in the Window whereof are 
the PiAures of divers of that Family, . 
curioufly painted in the Glafs. At 
the upper End of the Choir, on the 
Right Side pf the Altar, ftands the 
Freed- Stooly of one entire Stone (which 
was formerly a Sanduary) faid to have 
been- brought from Dunbar in Scot" 
landy and behind it, in the Wall, a 
Well of Water. At the upper End 
pf the Body of the Church, next 
h 2 the 
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the Choir, hangs an antient Table, 
in which are the Pifturcs of St. yohn 
(from whom this Church is named) 
and King Et'hetftan the Founder 
thereof. Between them this Diftich, 

Jlli free make J thee , 

As Heart may think or Egh may fee. 

King Charles I. coming into the 
Church, and reading thole Verfes, is 
reported to have added, 
Even fo jree be. 

Hence of old the Inhabitants of Bever- 
. ley pay no Toll or Cuftom in any City, 
Town, or Port in England. In the 
Body of the Church we obferved an 
antient Monument called lie Virgins 
Tomby becaufe two Virgins, Sifters 
(whofe Names they could not tell 
us), were buried there. Thefe Vir- 
gins gave to the Town of Beverley 
a Piece of Land, into which any 
Freeman of the Town may put three

Milch Kine from Lady-Day . to 
Michaelmas* At the lower pnd- of 
the Body of the Church ftandsa very 
large and fair i^o»/ of ./^<8!/5. Stone* 
This Town is large and long ; hath 
'a fpacious and handibme Marketr 
vplkce : There have been antiendy in 
it four Churches, fom'e of them now 
fallen into Decay. It is governed by 
a Mayor and 12 Aldermen. Here is 
the Seat of the Family of the Gees^ 
whofe Monuments we £aw in the 
Church. The principal Church of 
the Town is ^\..Mary%y built Cathe- 
dral-wife. In the Year 1528, the 
Steeple fell down, in the Time of 
Divine Service, and beat down Part 
of the Churchi and flew and wounded 
divers Men, Women* and Children. 
This we faw. cu* in Wood, about 
one of the uppa"moft Seats in the 
Church; Prey ye for the Souks of 
(he Mefty Women, and Qhildreny 
L 3 &c. 
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&c. When this Church was re- 
edified, one Crofiand^ who hath a 
Monument there, built two IHlUurs 
and an Half, upon which there is 
this Infcription, (which, for Mr. Crof"

TO PILLORS AbO AN HALFE, 
Here are divers Stories rq>reiented in 
Pidure on the Roof, as particularly 
the Legend of St. Catharine, There 
is an old Infcription on the Roof of 
the North lile;

At PontefrdBiy a large Town, we 
&w the Ruins of that noted Caf- 
tlc (d) there, "which, though built 
upon a firm Rock, is io utterly 
demolifhed &om the Foundation, 
that there is little or nothing 
of the Walls remaining. We faw 
the Free-School, but a mean Build- 
ing. In Dr. yobnfons Garden we 
found divers Plants which were new 
to us, viz. Solidago SaracenicOy a 
kind of Melilot-trefoily a Plant like

iand fome others. The Dodor was 
not then at home, elfe it is likely we 
might have obfcrved more. At Pon- 
iefraEl^ every Fortnight, on Satur- 
day^ is a Market or Fair kept for all 
forts of Cattle, from Lady-Day to 
Michaelmas. Great Plenty of Li- 
quorice, and the bcft in England, 
is planted about this Town; alfo 
Skirrets (e). Pierpoint'% Houfe in this 
Town is worth the taking Notice of. 

Auguft the 3d, We rode to 
Knarejborough 20 Miles, but long 
ones, the Way mountainous. We 
pafled through Cafilefyrth (f), an an- 
ticnt Town, about three Miles from

PontefraSi\ 5vhere are ibmetimes 
digged up antient Roman Coins ^ 
(bme we gathered up among the 
People who had found them. Wc 
pafled alfo the River Colder ^f Med- 
ley-Bridge. By the Way we had a 
Prolped of Leadfton-Hally belon^g 
to Sir yohn Lewis, and another great 
Houfe of the Blands on the Right 
H6nd. Then we rode through a 
Bujhety or Common, called Rodwell 
Hake, two Miles from Leeds, where 
(according to the vulgar Tradition) 
was once found a Stag, with a Ring 
of Brafs about its Neck, having this 
Infcription, 

Wlien Julius Caefar here was J^ng^ 
JU>out my Neck he put this Ring : 
Whofoever doth me take^ 
Let me go for Cxizvs Sak^. 

Thence we had a Profpe<Il of the Red- 
Hall at Whit kirk, belonging to Sir 

Arthur 
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Arthur IngramCy where King James 
^vat &id to be begotten. At Leeds (a 
large and rich Town, which hath a 
great Trade for Cloathing] we iaw 
the new Church, which had been 
lately built by one Harrifon^ at his 
jble Charges, without accepting {b 
much as a Day's Work from any 
Man. This Harrijhn, from a poor 
Bc^, came to great Eilate, the moil 
whereof he beftowed in building this 
Church, and Alms-Houfes for 30 
poor Perfbns, which are near the 
Church. He is much commended 
there for his Juftice, Temperance, 
and Charity. At Knarefborough, on 
the River Nid^ we faw divers me^ 
morablc Things; as Firft, St! Ro- 
bert\ Chapel^ a little Thing liaving 
an Altar in it, all hewn out of the 
living Rock ; on the Outfide, at the 
Door, is the Statue of St. Robert^ 
cut out of the Rock. The old Wo- 
man, 
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{nan, who in a great metluK gtts 
Ber Living hy ihewii^ Stnogen dui 
Ch^>el, told ns many Stones out of 
the Legend of St. Robert: Some of 
which, becaii& we had beibre hevd 
the Stoiy of that Saint, we diou^ 
£t to commit to writing. King 
yohn^ then, when he lived in the 
Caftle of Knarejborougbf fent onoc 
fbr this St. Robert^ who happeaiag 
to be at his Devotions in this his 
Chapel, refu&d to go with the Mef- 
fengers. The Mefiengers returning 
to the King with a Denial, were fcnt 
back again to tell St. Robert^ that he 
mnft leave off his Devotions and 
come to the King^ or die that he 
would fetch him. St. Robert ftill 
refufii^ to go, fent the King an Ear 
of Com, vidth thefe Words, Tlitthc 
was ferving Him who made that, and 
unlefs he could make fuch another, 
he would not attend on him till he 

had 
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Iia4 fmifhed his Devotions. A Se* 
cond Legend of St. Robert is this. 
St. Robert going to the King, com- 
l^ained to him that his Deer in the 
Wcrefi of. Knarefborough did the 
:|KX^ Mens Corn much Harm; the 
King merrily afked him, Why they 
did not pound them ? whereupon St. 
Robert catcheth two of the Stags, 
and putteth them into the Pinfold. 
The King wondering at it, afks him 
■what he would defire in Recompence 
for the Poor. The Saint anfwered, 
Only as much Land as he could plow 
round with two Stags, in the Time 
of Divine Service. The King grant- 
ing his Requeft, he encompafled a 
great Quantity of Land, which is 
now in the Occupation of the Sling- 
byes. The Pidure of the Plow and 
Bucks is in one of the Church Win- 
• dows at Knarefborough, Another 
Legend of this Saint is, that a cer- 
tain 
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tain Fellow (e^ed himfelf a Cripple; 
had tied up one of his L^, and 
came to b^ fbmething of St. Robert^ 
making gr^t Complaint of his Lame- 
ness and Pover^. St. Roberty being 
very compafllonate and charitabk^ 
faith to him, I have nothing left but 
one Cow, and that give I thee, as 
freely as ever God gave it me. 
Whence it is to this Day a Proverb 
among them thereabout, As fret as 
St» Robert gave his Cow. So fbon 
as the Fellow took the Cow by the 
Horn to lead her away, he proved a 
Cripple indeed, and could not let 
down his Leg. The Pi<Shire of this 
alfo is in one of the Church Win- 
dows. Sir Henry Slingjby his Monu-i- 
ment, built by himfelf before he was 
beheaded, is in this Church of KnareS'^ 
borough. We went to fee St. Robert^ 
Well, about a Mile diftant from the 
Town. Hence we went to the Drop-

the River; it rifeth in the Field a 
good DiAance from thelPlace, where 
it falls down the high Bank ; and 
any othier running Water that falls 
down a Precipice might as well be 
called a Dropping- WelL Any dry 
Thing the Water covers over with a 
Graft or Bark of Stone ; but foft,

Augufi the 5 th, We went to the 
Sparm at Herrigate^ and drank of d)?

Galls turn it into a dark Blue, ibme-^ 

what 
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what purplifh: It works chiefly by 
Urine. Then we vifited the Sulphur" 
Weily whofe Water, though it be 
pelluckl enough, yet ftinks noifemely 
like rotten £^s, or Sulphur aura-* 
turn diaphareticum. It tafles very 
Salt, and upon EvapcM^tion (as we 
were told) leaves behind a copious f^t 
Salt. Silver put into it is fuddenly 
chelnged into a golden Colour, and 
being left a while in it, becomes 
bkckifh. Thence we went to 1^^^ St. 
Mugnus his Well at Copgrtrue, whi- 
ther a great Number of poor People 
refort to bathe themfelves. They 
put on their Shirts wetted in the water, 
letting them dry upon their Backs. 
This Water operates (if at all) by its 
extraordinary Coldnefs and Aftrin- 
gency : Near St. Mugnus is a Well 
of great Virtue for the Eyes, which

it not worth the while to ipend much 
Time to make Obfervations about 
thefe Waters, becauic they are already , 
the Subjed of two litde Treatifes, 
one by Dodor Deane^ the other by 
Dodor French^ who, (efpecially the 
latter) have written well and to the 
Purpofe, with much Fidelity, of the 
Properties and Virtues (together with 
their Caufes) of all thefe Waters. 
The fame Day we viewed Rippofty a 
pretty Town, having a large fquare 
Market-Place; the Minjier there is 
much inferior to Beverley Minjier '^ 
one of the Steeples lately falUng, 
broke down the Roof of one Wing 
of the Church, fo that the whole h 
now much out of Repair. In ^a 
Vault, under the Body of the Church, 
called St. Willfrid\ Chapel^ we iaw 
the Hole through a Wall, which 
they call St. Willfrid\ Needle^ where-

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hy the Priefts of old were wont to 
try Women s ChalHty. She that was 
a Virgin eaiily creeping through, but 
fhe that was corrupted ^^^^l flicking 
faft ; by the -Way. Here we omitted 
the Sight of Fountains Abbey, vfhext 
(f) Robin Hood^ Bolv is kept ; a very 
pleafant and delectable Situation; as 
ajfo. of St. lVmfrid\ Well, the tu- 
telar Saint of this Town. We were 
there the Day after St. Wtllfrid\ 
Sunday, which is efteemed, by the 
Inhabitants, a great Feftival, atid 
thereon was wont to be held a great 
Fair after Evening Prayer. Leaving 
Rippon, we paffed the fame Day to' 
Borough-Bridgey where we viewed

Auguft the 6t}i, We fode bac^ 
again to Tork, Tliere firft of ftll we 
vHitoddie Minfkr, whidbas, .mdfie^s 
a iarge and ftately Fahrick, but ill 
feme Ttogs iaferior to Bwtnlff 
Minfler, 'viz. in the Multitu<ie of 
xtmhk Fiilars, and ia the ftrchrt 
Roof of Stone. The iBpdy fif t^ 
Church and Choir is very broad> the 
Lanthorn high and large, which we 
afcended by 274 Steps, laany of 
them high ones. The Front of the 
M 2 t^hoir, 
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Ghoir, refpefting the Body of the 
Church, is adorned with the Statues 
of all the Kings of the Houfe of 
Torky carved in Stone. It is faid, 
there isr a large Fault under the 
Choir, and from thence a Paflage to 
Oufe-Bridge, , There are divers an- 
tient Monuments in the Church, but 
none very fumptuous; at the Eaft 
End the Tomb of Tobias Matthews, 
Archbifhop, who gave his Library 
to the Church.

Augufl the 8th, We arrived at 
Scarborough^ diilantfromM0//tfi» t6 
Miles. This Town hath a great 
Trade of Fifli taken thereabout. Wip 
faw Ling^ Codfijb, Skate^ Tiorn^ 
backy Turbgty Whitings and Her^ 
ring. They take alfo Conger^ Brefy 
Haddock^ and Mackrell, They have 
an artificial Harbour or Pier, made 
of vaft Stones, piled one upon ano- 
ther, without Cement, for Security 
of their Veflels of Trade, the like, 
though not fo large, is at Lyme in 
Dorfetjhirey called the Cob, We 
obferved in Ling the intefiina c^ca^ 
which they call Kelh^ to be larger, 
and fewer in Number, than in the 
M 4 CqUJiJIj,

GtH^Jh, ThtTurhot hath threc4argo 
inteftina caca a little below the 
Stomach, which is alfo very large. 
We ilaw there, among others, along, 
large, cartilaginous Fifli, which they 
call an Hay, not much unlike (they 
fay) to a Dog-Fijh. The Haddock 
is fomewhat like to a Whitings but 
larger ; it hath a great Head, pro ra^ 
time Corporis., and large Eyes. It is 
marked about the Middle of the Body, 
with a Black Spot on each Side, 
about the Bignefs of a Three-pence, 
which (they fay) is the Print of St. 
P^/^r's Thumb and Fore-Finger, be- 
tween which he took up that Fi(h, 
and marked it for himfelf. We faw 
here two Sorts of Starjipes, the com- 
mon one with five Radii, and another 
which Kath ordinarily thirteen, fome- 
times fourteen, as we obferved in 
one or two. Here is a Piece of a 
CMtle {landing upon an high GlifF, 

hanging 
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hanging over the Sea on one Side, 
and the Town on another ; • a Place 
of great Strength, and Aill held with 
a Garrifon: There is a WclLof firefli 
Witer within Half a Yard of the 
Edge of the Top of the GliiF- (k)\ 
only an Hill, about half a Mile or 
more diftant, matches, if not ex- 
ceeds, it in Height. We drank of 
the Spofw Water there, which, by 
Report of thofe who have tried 
both, is more nimble in its Working 
than the Knarejborough Water, and 
purges more by Stool. The Powder 
of Galls prefently turns it to a murry 
or purplifh blue Colour, not much 
unhke to the Syrup of Violets, and 
by ftanding (as Dn Witty obferves)- 
an Hour or two, we found that it 
would grow clear again, and preci-: 
pitate to the Bottom fuch a coloured

This Plant 
might be better exprefled by a Figure, 
than defcribed by Words. All along 
in the Cliffs, and on the Shore, are 
found in great Plenty the Serpent- 
StoneSy csSk.d. by Naturalifts in TLatin^ 
Cornua Ammonis. We were fome- 
what puzzled to get them entire out 
of their Matrices^ the ufual Way of 
heating them in the Fire very hot, 
and then quenching them in the 
Water, not always fucceeding ; many 
of thefe Stones were imperfed. In 
this Cliff or Rock {which is nothing 
but Alum-Mine) we found alfo Plenty 
of th'&Lapides belemnites\ or Thunder^ 

Stones.^ 
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Stones, Another . Sort of Stones we 
found there refembling Cockles, of 
rather a Sort of Mufcles. There is 
alfo Lapis Gagates^ ov Jety found in 
the Cliffs hereabout ; but we met not 
with any, befides a Stone which is or 
refcmbles 5r^-M/«^.

The Ways here in Winter Time are 
very bad, and almofl impaf&ble, 
according to that proverbial Rhyme, 

Cliveland in tlx Clajy 

Bring in two Soles^ carry one away. 

Near this Hill we went to fee a Well 
celebrated for the Cure of fore or 
dim Eyes, and other Difeafes. Every 
one that waflies in it, or receives Be- 
nefit by it, ties a Lacinia, or Rag 
of Linnen or Woollen, ^c. on a 
Shrub or Bufh near it, as an Offer- 
ing 
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iiig or Acknowlegement. The 
People of Gijburgh are civil, cleanly, 
and well-bred, contrary to the Tem- 
per of the Inhabitants of Whitbyy 
who, to us, feemedroide in Behaviour, 
and fluttifh. In the Way from 
Whitby to Gijburgh^ we pafled by 
Freehurgh Hilly which they told us 
was caft up by the Devil, at the En- 
treaty of an old Witch, who defired 
it, that from thence fhe might efpy 
her Cow in the Moor. On this 
Moor, not far from Freehurgh Hilly 
we found Bifolium minimum J. B. 
At Gijburgh there are two Alum- 
Works, one belonging to the UAr^ 
ciesy the other to the ChallonerSy not 
wrought at prefent. 

Augufi the 1 3th, We obferved all 

along in the Midland, many Miles 

from the Sea, Store of Sea-Plantain^ 

We rode to Durefmey 24 Miles; 

N to 
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to wit, from Gijburgb to Stochtony 
where we ferried over the Teesy 8 
Miles; by the Way we fiiw at a Dif- 
tance, the ftrong, now poor Town 
.of Hartlepool 'y from Stockton to 
Durefme 16 Miles, Durefme is a 
large fcattering Town, but in moft 
Mens Account plealantly fituate; 
encompalTed with the River Were 
almoil round, the remaining Neck 
of Land walled. The River is 
pa^d with three fair Stone Bridges. 
The Suburbs are greater, by much, 
than the Town contained within the 
Walls and River. The Cathedral 
Church is a very plain and mean one, 
but a flrong Building; the Pillars 
great and bulky ; there is a very fair 
Cloifter yet remaining, and a Num- 
ber oi handfome Stone Buildings, 
which belong to the Dean and Pre-. 
bmdaries. The Bifliop's Palace (all 
that he hath in the Town) is the 

Caftle, 
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Caftle, where alfo the Affizes are 
held. The Bifhop entertains the 
Judges, here being no Sheriff but 
himfelf. 

Augufl the 14th, We rode to 
Newcafihy 1 2 Miles; in the Way we 
law Lumly-Caftki a gallant Build- 
ing, This Town is large and well 
built, efpecially about the Market- 
rlace and Key, where the Hoiifcs, 
.for Height and Shew, are compara- 
ble to the Houfes in London. By 
Reaibn of its great Trade it is very 
populous, in Multitude of Inhabi-^ 
tants thought not inferior to the City 
of Tork. A fair Stone Bridge of 
nine Arches joins it to Gatefick or 
Gatejheady which is the Name of 
that Part of the Town which lies on 
the South Side of the Rivcr. This 
Town is notable for four^^hings. 
I. The Strength and Thid^nefs o£

the Walls. 2. The Key, which is 
thought to be as convenient, ufefiil, 
handfbme, and deep, as any in Eng- 
land. 3. The crofs Arch of Stone 
on one of the Steeples. 4. And ef- 
pecially the great Trade of Coals, 
Salt, Grind-Stones exported, ^c, to 
which might be added, the newly 
built Exchange and Guildhall, a very 
large and fair Room paved with 
Black and White Marble. Within 
the Walls of this Town there is an • 
old Caftle, wherein the Aflizes for the 
County are held, which is not within 
the. Liberties of the Corporation. 

Augufi the 15 th, We travelled 
from Newcajile through Morpeth, to 
Alnwick, 26 Miles, which Town is 
under a Bailiff; every Trade chufes 
an Alderman ; the chief Trade is 
Tanning. Here we faw a goodly 
and ftrong Caftle, well walled, and 

not 
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not yet run much to Decay, belong- 
ing to the. Earl of Northumberland. 
This Country is thinly inhabited, 
very bleak and barren. 

Augufl the 1 6th, We rode iij 
Sight of the Holy IJland (n)y but 
the Tide ferved us not to pafs oven

(n) When Mr. Ray^ with Mr. Willifel^ made 
a Second Simpling Voyage (as he exprefles it) into 
thefe Parts in the Year 1671, he remarked as 
follows; to wit, " Julytht 2 2d, We rode from 
" Cheviot^ or rather Waller or Wooler^ to the 
" Holy IJland^ 9 Miles.

There may be feen in this 
liland a ftrong, and almoft impreg- 
nable Fort or Caftle, and an old 
Church. We faw alfo Farn IJland 
at a good Diftance. The Country 
abounds with Caftles, by reafon of its 
Vicinity to Scotland. The Church in 
Holy IJle is reputed the moft ancient

Cuthhert^ 
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Cuthberty whofeBody, by the Monks 
of this Church, was conveyed to 
Durefmey when the Danes pillaged 
and fpoiled the IJland. This Night 
we lodged at Berwick ; our Journey 
was of about 25 Miles. The River 
Tweed is here joined with a Stone 
Bridge of 15 Arches. Here hath 
been a very goodly Caftle, which is 
now demolifhed. The upper Town 
is encompafled with a Wall which is 
not very ftrong ; within this Wall is 
a large void Ground or Green, where- 
unto the Inhabitants bring their Cat- 
tle, and let them ftay all Night, and 
in the Morning drive them out again 
to Pafture. The lower Town is very 
ftrongly fortified with a broad and 
deep Ditch of Water, and againft it 
an impenetrable Bulwark or Bank of 
Earth, faced with Free Stone againft 
the Ditch, There are aUb.f^r De- 
fence, four tall Hatibrms or Forts, 
' a bcfides 
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beiides external Fortifications. This 
Town is ftill kept with a ftrong Gatr 
riibn. There is in it a fair Church, 
built by Oliver Prote6ior» Here we 
faw, in the Cliff by the Shore, a 
Cave called- the Burgeffes Cave^ not 
worth the remembering, and an Hole 
in a Rock, through which a Boat 
may pafs at full Sea, called the 
Needles-Eye, 

Auguft the I yth, We travelled to 
Dunbar y a Town noted for the Fight 
between the Englijfj and Scots, The 
Scots generally (that is the poorer 
Sort) wear, the Men Blue Bonnets on 
their Heads, and ibmc Rufiet; the 
Women only White Linnen, which 
hangs down their Backs as if a Nap- 
kin were pinned about them. When 
they go abroad none of them wear 
Hats, but a party coloured Blanket, 
which they call a Plad, over tHcir 

Heads 
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Heads and Shouldera. The Women 
generally to us fecmed none of the 
handfomeft. They are not very 
cleanly in their Houfes, and but flut- 
tifh in drefling their Meat. Their 
Way of wafhing Linnen is to tuck 
up their Coats, and tread them with 
their Feet in a Tub. They have a 
Cuftom to make up the Fronts of 
their Houfes, even in their principal 
Towns, with Firr Boards nailed one 
over another, in which are often 
made many round Holes or Windows 
to put out their Heads. In the bell 
Scottijh Houfes, even the King*8 Pa- 
laces, the Windows are not glazed 
throughout, but the upper Part only, 
. the lower have two wooden Shuts or 
Folds to open at Pleafure, and admit 
the frefli Air. . The Scots cannot en- 
dure to hctr their "Country or Coun- 
trymen fpoken againft. They have 
neither good Bread, Cheefe, or Drink, 

They 
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They cannot make them, nor will 
they learn. Their Butter is very in- 
different, and one would wonder 
how they could contrive to make it 
fo bad. They ufe much Pottage 
made of Coal-wort, which they call 
Kealy foihetimes Broth of decorti- 
cated Barley. The ordinary Country 
Houfes are pitiful Cots, built of 
Stone, and covered with Turves, 
having in them but one Room, many 
of them no Chimneys, the Windows 
very fmall Holes, and not glazed. 
In the moft ftately and fafliionable 
Houfes, in great Towns, inftead of 
Cieling, they cover the Chambers 
with Firr Boards, nailed on the Roof 
within Side. They have rarely any 
Bellows, or Warming-Pans. It is 
the Manner in fome Places there, to 
lay on but one Sheet as large as two, 
turned up from the Feet upwards. 
The Ground in the Valleys and Plains 

bears 
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bears good Corn, but eipecially Beer- ■ ■ 
•Barley or Bigge, and Oafs, but rarely* 
Wheat and Rye. We obferved little 
or no fallow Grounds in Scotland^ 
fome layed Ground we faw, which 
they manured with Sea-wreck. The 
Pec^le feejn to be very lazy, at leaft 
the Men, and may be frequently 
obferved to plow in their Cloaks. 
It is the Famion of them to v^ear 
Cloaks when they . go abroad, but 
efpecially on Sundays. They lay out 
moft they are worth in Cloaths, and 
a Fellow that hath Icarce ten Groats 
befides to help himfelf with, you 
fhall lee come out of his fmoaky 
Cottage clad like a Gentleman. 

There hath formerly been a ftrong 
Caftle at Dunbar, built on a Rock 
upon the Sea, but it is now quite 
ruined and fallen down. Yearly, 
about this Time, there is a great

They had at our being there two 
Minifters in Dunbar \ they fung their 
Gloria Patri at the End of the Pialm 
after Sermon, as had been ordered 
by the Parliament, in thefe Words ;

Augufi the 19th, We went to 
Leithy keeping all along on the Side 

of 
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of the Frytk By the Way we view- 
ed Tontallon Caftle^ and pafled over- 
to the Balfe Ifland', where we iaw» 
on the Rocks, innumerablie of the 
Soland G^efe (0), The old ones are 
all over white, excepting the Pinion 
or hard Feathers of their Wings, 
which are Black. The upper Part 
of the Head and Neck, in thofe thalj 
are old, is of a yellbwifli Dun Co- 
lour. They lay but one Egg apiece, 
which is White, and not very large ; 
They arc very bold, and fit in great 
Multitudes till one comes clofe up to 
them, becaufe they are not wont to

The 
young one is upon the Back Black, 
and fpecklcd with little White Spots, 
under the Brcaft and Belly Grey. 
The Beak is fharp-pointed, the Mouth 
very wide and large, the Tongue 
very fmall, the Eyes great, the Foot 
hath four Toes webbed together. It 
feeds upon Mackrel and Herring, 
and the Flefh of the young oae fmells 
and taftes ftrong of thcfe Fifli. The 
other Birds whicli neftle in the Bajfe 
are thefe ; the Scout, which is double 
ribbed; the Cattiwakcy in Englijh 
Cormorant', the Scart, and a Bird 
cdWtdi, the Turtle- Dove, whole footed^ 
and the Feet lied. There are Verfes

We law of the Scoufs Eggiy which 
are vfery large and fpeckled. It is 
very dangerous to climb the Rocks 
for the Yoiing of thefe Fowls, and, 
feldom a Yiear paileth, but one or 
other of the Climbers fall down and 
lofe their Lives,- as did one not long 
before our being there. The Laird 
^f this IJland m2ke& a great Profit 
yearly of the Soland Geefe taken 5 as 
I remember, they told us 130/i 
Sterling. There is in the Ifle a fmall 
Houfe, whkh they call a Gaftle ; it 
is inaccefUble and impregnable, but 
of no great Gonfideration in a War^ 
there being riO Harbour, nor any 
Thing like it. The Ifland will afford

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Orafs enough tx> keep 30 ^faeep. 
They make Strangers that come to 
vifit it Burgejfes of the Bajfe, by 
giving them to drink of the Water 
of the Well) which fprings near the 
Top of the Rock, and a Flower out 
cf the Garden thereby. The Ifland 
is nought elle but a Rock, and ftandf 
off the Land near a Mile ; at Dufh 
bar you would not guef» it above a 
Mile difbnt, though it be thence at 
lead Five. We found growing in 
the Ifland, in great Plaity, Beta 
marinay Lychnis marina noftras^Maha 
arbor ea marina nofiras, & Ccchlearia 
rotundifolia. By the Way alfb we 
faw Glajfes made of Kelp and Sand 
mixisd together, and calcined in an 
Oven. The Crucibles which con- 
tained the melted Glafs, they told u» 
were made of Tobacco-Pipc Clay.

Collets (in Cambridge) great Court* 
This is one of the four Forts. Th0 
other three are at Sti yohnftons^ In^ 
nernefsi and Ayrei The BuOding of 
each of which (as we were credibly 
informed) coft above 100,000/. Ster-

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ling; indeed I do not (be havf it 
could coil lefs. In England it would 
have coft much more. 

At Edinburgh we went to the 
principal public Buildings; thofe are, 
1. The Cajile^ a very flrong Build- 
ing, on a precipitious iblid Rock. 
It is one of the King's Houfes, but. 
of no very great Receipt: In it are 
kept the Crown and Scepter of Scot^ 
land. Tnere was then lying in the 
Caflle Yard an old great Iron- Gun, 
which they called Mou7its Megy and 
fome Meg of Berwick, of a great 
Bore, but the Length is not anfwer- 
able to the Bignefs. 2. Heriois 
Hofpitaly a fquare Stone Building, 
having a large Turret at each Corner. 
It hath very fpacious and beautiful 
Gardens, and is well endowed. There

of. At our being there it maintained 
threefcore Boys, who wore Blue 
Gowns ; but they told us it was de- 
figned for other Purpofes.

But the 
Caftle.is moft confiderable, and hath 
been, and, with little Coft, may be 
again rtiade, a very magnificent Houie. 
It hath ah Hall longer, if not broader, 
than Trinity-College Hall in Gam^ 
bridge. The Building, added by

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Rooms both for Lodging and £nter-r 
taiument, in many of them very 
good carved Wood- Work <mi the 
Koofsv There is alio a Chapel built 
by yames VI. at the Birth of his 
eldeil Sony in i^hich we faw a Model 
of Edinburgh Caftle, and the Ship 
in which they ferved up the Meat in- 
to the Hall, when Prince Henry was 
baptilzed. This Caftle ftands on ^ 
high and fteep Rock ; under the 
Building are many Vaults cut out of 
the Rock, and one under another. 
The Caftle, on our being there, was 
garrifoned with 200 Englijh. The 
Commil&ry told us that thegreateft 
Incoiwenience of that Caftle, in Cafe 
of a Siege, was, that upon the DipT 
<:harging of the great Guns, the Wa- 
ter in the Wells would fink, and the 
Wells become dry; of which it is 
paiy to render a probable Reafon.

Here is a Hofpital for 
twelve Widows (a very pretty Place) 
built by Martin N(mell in 1657. 
My Lord AJion hath a good Monu- 
ment in the Church at Stafford^ of 
his Grandfather: He hath a good 
Houfe called Tixhall^ about three 
Miles from Stafford.

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Monday May the 19th, We this 
Day pai&d two Villages, Henllan 
and Llanywitby and fo through Btt- 
tus to Comoayy and from thence to 
Bangor. OtiPenmaen-maur, I found 
Lunar ia minor, and a fort of Sedum 
minus, 

Tuefday May the 20th, From. 
Bangor we rode to Carmthllewelyny 
which iignifies Llewelyns Bones, a 
yery high Hill. We had not time 
enough to fearch the Rocks, and fb 
&und no rare Plants there, only 
Cotyledon hirfuta, which grows plen- 
tifully alfo upon Snowdon Hill. Ban- 
gor is a finall mean Town, the Ca- 
thedral very indifferent, not compar- 
able to fome of our good Parifh 
Churches in England, 

We proceeded from Bangor to 

Beaumaris* At Penmaen, three or 

2 four 
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ibur Miles diftant from Beaumaris^ 
towards Preftbolm^ Mill-Stones arc 
digged up. An Airy of Falcons, at a 
Place we did not fet down the Name of 
near Holyhead* The Teeth of the 
Sheep are died Yellow^ that feed on an 
Hill called Tryfillum^ where fome have 
conjedured there are Gold-mines. 
At hlandijoyn are the Ruins of a 
Church, which feems to have been a 
very fair one. From Penmaert'tnaur 
to Prefthelm is a large paved Caufley, ' 
Viiible at low Water, and the Ruins 
of an old Caftle ftill to be feen, 
at a very low Spring- tide Ebb> 
between the two Penmaens, There 
are Firr-Trees, digged up in the 
Marfhes here, and in Carnarvon- 
/hire. At a Wace called the Friery, 
about Half a Mile from Beawnaris^ 
was found a Stone Coffin of one

Cochlearia 
vulg. Crithmum^ Beta marina^ and 
a fmall Sort of Geranium^ which I 
. had before obfcrvcd in the IJle of 
Man. In the liland (Preftholm) are 
bred fcvcral Sorts of Birds, two Sorts 
of Sea-Gtdlsy Cormorants^ Puffins^ 
fo called there, which I take to be 
Anas ArSlka Clufijy Razor-Bills, 
and GuillemSy Scrays two Sorts,

(d) It is commonly faid, that the Stone Cof- 
fin, in which was laid the Corpfe of Richard 
III. after the kattle of Bo/wortb-Field, was 
afterwards ufcd at an Inn in Leicefter^ as a Water- 
ing-trough. 

Saturday 
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Saturday May the 24th, We rode 
to Llandwyny and thence to Carnar- 
von. At Llandwynwt found Crith- 
mufJt chryfanthemumy &' vulgare^ 
Hyacinthus autumnalis jmnor^ Limo- 
nium vulg. and a kind of Polypodium, 
On the Beaches near Abermenny- 
Ferry in the Ifle, Gnaphalium mari- 
num, and a kind of Leucoiumy both 
elegant Plants* We found on the 
^ea-Shores, near Llandwyn^ a pretty 
Shell covered with Prickles or Briftles 
(e)y which the Welch call Mermaids 
Heads \ abundance of them are thrown 
up there, all along the Sands towards 
the f return. Upon the Coafts of 
Llandwyn are found a pretty fmall 
kind of Conchee venereee firiat<e : on 
all the Shores hereabout are caft up 
elegant fmall Cochlece neatly coloured.

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and Sunday, May the 24th and 25di, 
Here alfo 1 found that Species of 
Geraftium mentioned in Preftbolm* 
Near Carnarvon remain ftill ibme. 
Ruins of an old Town, which the 
IVekh call Caer-Segon, i. e. Segon- 
tium of the Ancients : There is a lit- 
tle Chapel, with a Well clofe by it, 
dedicated both to St. Eiyn, as is alfo 
the River faft by, called the Saint's 
River ; thele are about a Quarter oi 
a Mile South of the Town. There 
is a Chapel of Eafe in Carnarvon, 
clofe to the Town Wall ; the Parifh 
Church is Half a Mile out of 
Town, whereabout old Segontium 
ftood. We were told a Legend of 
one St. Bynoy who lived at Clemg- 
vaur, and was wont to foot it four 
Miles in the Night to hlaynhaymi, 
and there, on a Stone in the tnidft 
of a River, to {ay his Prayers ; where- 
on they fliew you ftill the PriAts cjf- his 
2 Knees: 
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Knees: His Man, out qf Guriofity, 
followed him once to the Place, to 
fee and obferve what he did. The 
Saint coming from his Prayers, and 
efpying a Man, not knowing who 
it was, prayed, that if he came 
with a good Intent, he might receive 
the Good he came for, and might 
fuffer no Damage ; but if he had any 
ill Defign, that fome Example might 
be fhewn upon him ; wheteupon pre- 
fently there came forth wild Beafls, 
and tore him in Pieces. Afterwards, 
the Saint perceiving it was his own 
Servant, was very forry, gathering 
up his Bones, and praying, he fet 
Bone to Bone, and Limb to Limb, 
and the Man became whole again, 
only the Part of the Bone under the 
Eye-brow was wanting ; the Saint, to 
fupply that Defeft, applied the Iron 
of his Pike-ftafF to the Place, and 
thence that Village was called Z//^«- 
Q^ 3 vilhayrne : 
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vilhayrne: But for a Puniflimfent to 
his Man (after he had given him 
Llanvil-hayrne) he prayed (and ob^ 
tained his Prayer) that Clemgvaur 
Bell might be heard as far a? Llan^ 
vil-hayrne Church- Yard, bqt upon 
ftepping into the Church it was to be 
heard no longer; this the People 
hereabout affert with much Confi-^ 
dence, upon their own Experience, to 
be true. This Saint was a South-r 
Wales Man, and when he died, the 
Southi-Wales Men contended with the 
Clenogvaur Men for his Body, and 
continued the Contention till Night ; 
next Morning there were two Biers

die Stone Tower thcte a Species of 
Orchis Pahnata^ widi an odorate 
Flower like to M9ftorcl»s, We paC- 
fed a veiy bad Way, by t\\x) great 
Pools of Water. The ff^^kh have a 
Di(h which they call Llumeryy made 
<^ Oatmeal, almoft after the iame 
Nknner of the Anr^lum of the Ancients. 

In the Lakes hereabout, viz, at 
Lilanberis^ Bettus^ Fejiiniog^ there is 
a Fifli taken called Torgoch, blackifh 
upon the Back, Red under the 
Belly funde JVomenJ, of which they 
tell feme fabulous Stories, as that 
three Sons of the Church brought 
them from Romej and put them into 
three Lakes, to wit, Llanberis^ Lfy" 
number and Travennyrty into each 
two.

we faw St. Bayno\ Tomb, where- 
upon (they fay) if a fick Perfon be 
laid for three Weeks, upon every 
fridayy after the third Friday he 
will fuddenly either recover or die.

Thurfday M(V^ the 29th, From 
Aberdaren we ferried over tP the IfJe 
of Bardfey, a pretty Httle Spot, rent-r 
ed for 50/. per Annum, There build 
the Prefibolm Puffin^ ^a-piesy and 
fome other Birds ; and'ther^ are MJ 
to be feen the Ruins of an old Church ; 
three more they told y.s of. Netur 
thefe Ruins is an Heap of dead Mens 
Skulls f and other Bones of fuch Vo- 
taries, as, fc^theSandityof th^PlgcCj 
had been bur;ied there. We ^nd a 
kind of Ifyacinthus Jiellqim vernm 
growing there in great Plottty \ 
the fame we conjedijre grew at 

Llandwyn : 
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Uanchyn: We found alfo that 
Species of Geranium which we had 
feen in the IJle of Man, and iii 
Preflholm ; likewife the new Polypo-^ 
dium on the Rocks, which I find 
called by Lobel, Chatn<ejilix marina 
Anglicana, 

Friday May the 30th, We pafled 
over from Aberdaren to Pulhely, and 
by the Way faw a Well which the 
Welch call Funnan Demvy i. e. God's 
Well. They fancy it works ftrange 
Cures. We did not obferve any nota- 
ble Tafte in it, neither would it tinc- 
ture Silver, as we were told it would. 

They have a Tradition in Wales 
about the Puffins, that they cannot 
fly if they be out of the Sight of the 
Sea- Water; their Wings are very 
fmall, and yet they fly fwiftly, but 
feldom very high. Here we faw the 

Sea- 
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Sea-SwallffWi which is of an Aib 
Colour on the Back, White under 
the Belly, hath a Black Head and a 
forked Tail (uncle Nomen), The 
Bill like that of the Larus fifureus. 
We faw another Larus ^ more Black 
upon the Back, and that had Yellow 
Legs, 

Saturday May the 3iil, We rode 
to Harlech J pafling two Fords, 16 
Miles. Here are yet (landing the 
Walls of an antiei^t and ftrong Caf- 
tie, built on an high Rock clofe bv 
the Sands j alfo a great Level, whlqn 
they call the Marfh, which has doubt- 
lefs been formerly gained from the 
Sea. Hereypon grpws in Plenty, 
Juncus acutus maritimus Jive capi- 
tulis Sorghi C. J?, of which I fu- 
fped Phyt, Brit, makes three Plants, 
This is a miferable poor Town, yet 
is governed by a Mayor, two BailifB,

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ind a Recorder. Near Pm-morrun 
Sir John Qwen has an Houfb. 

Monday June the 2d, We rode to 
^hrdvuy^ 17 Mile?, over Marih 
Laod and Sand. At Aberdovy lives 
the Lady Z//^^, who informed me 
that Rubia tinSiorum was found grow- 
ing wild on the Rocks there by Dr. 
Bvmki ; but we had no time to fearch 
fiw: i^.. I found a little Sort of Rujh- 
Qrafs upon the Rock. 

Taefday June the 3d, We travelled 
ovpr tlie Sands, and fo came round 
abdvit by Talabont^ to the Silver Mills, 
iMid viewed the Mint at T'alabont^ 
and topk as exad: a Defcription as we 
could of the Silver Works.

We alfo paflcd by 
thereabout a Bank, over which they 
throw the wooden Ball that get the 
Vidory over other of the Men of 
the high and low Country of Cardi- 
gan, This Contention and Sport 
for the wooden Ball is yearly on the 
Monday in Whitfun-Week» We were 
told of a great Stone in a plowed 
Field which hath this antient Infcrip-, 
tion, Corbuknfis hie jacet Ordousy 
but this we law not. Mr. Lewis 
hath a pretty Houfe at Cardigan, 
Mr. Barry is Owner of Cardigan 
Ifland. From Cardigan j we rode 
to a poor Village called Fijhgard, 
where we were put to it for a Lodg- 
ing. Thence we proceeded to St. 
Davtd'Sf where we viewed an old 

Cathedral, 
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Cathedral, therein divers ancient 
Monuments, viz. that of the Earl 
of Rkhmondy Father of King Henry 
yil. in the Choir. Owen Tudor\ 
and another of the Tudor\ Bifhop 
Vaugbcm^y Bifhop Anfelme%y &c. 
Behind the Choir, a handfome Cha« 
pel of Biihop Vaughan^^ where fit- 
ting, he had Windows fb contrived 
into another Chapel behind, called 
St.. Mary's Chapel, that he might 
fee five Maflcs faid together, at five 
feveral Altars. The Steeple is taken 
into the Choir, and the Bell-Ropes 
hang down into it ; and of the Wings 
of the Church are made Chapels.

Brid^ of 24 Arches. DUwccii 
JFefify and Biddtford^ all aloi^ die 
Hedges on both Sides the Wa^, 
grows Etytbrodanum in great Flcnt]r» 
and no doubt alfb in the rockj 
Ground all thereabout. Bet w een 
Biddiford and Kilkbamptony in the 
Valleys, and near the Rivulets and 
Water-GxiHes among the Moors, 
Ive met with Campanula Cymbahrid 
foliisy and Afpbodelus Lancaftrenfit* 
The River Ex rifcs not above 5 ftfiks 
diftant £rom the North or Severn 
$ea^ and runs into the South or Bri* 
tijh Sea, giving Denomination to 
inany Places, viz, Exfordy Exfnor^e, 
f-xtoTty ^xbridgty Exeter ^ and Ex- 

moHtb* 
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mouth. At Kilkhamptonj on the 
Rooks, is a fmall Sort of ^Iga^ 
broad and varioufly divided, and, as 
it were, curled at the Top; beiides 
CoralHna alba ^ rubra. Nothing 
more frequent hereabout, in bo^y 
and fpringjr Places, than Afphodelus 
Lancajirenfis ^ Lyjimachia galeri- 
culata minor: It hath a Flefh-coloured 
Flower, and the Lip thereof is fpotted 
with fmall Red Spots. Here alfo is 
a fmall Sort of Pinguicula\ which 
feems to differ fpccifically from the 
common. |t hath IcfTcr Lcavc*s^ 
crumpled up about the Edges, almofl 
pellucid, having Red Veins frequent-.

firidi^ June the 27th, We pafled 
tin towards Padfeo^*, but rode firft 
to Ittnta^el, where we found Cornifo 
Diamonds on the Rocks ^ but the 
fasreft tmd laf geft are met with in the 
Quarries^ where they dig Stone. 
Some there are, of the Bigne^ and 
Length of one's Finger, very clear 
and pellucid; all of them have iix 
Sidds, b^des, the Ends, K\.Denby^ 
houl^ about two Hiies from Tiritdgely 
is the beft ^arty of Slafe in the 
Ccnintry ; it lies Eaft and Weft, and 
deepens Weftwafd. They flit it with 
Chiflels iiito thin X,amin<^ ; When it

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k Erft dug it Aits ea61y:, vSiften^aniU 
the Sun h^rdeji^ it (<>» that it wiU not 
iHt at all. It is dtvidcd into fisvetal 
Beds, both loogwayis and bfotdwaysi 
by Cracks or Rifts, which iji^y caU 
Junks: The outfide of the Slate, 
where the Junks go, is commonly of 
a Red Colour. At St. ^yns we 
paffed one Mr. Matthew^ Houfe, 
riding on to PadftffWy where is as 
pretty a Key as any I h^ve feen. Mr. 
Prideaux has a Seat here. This 
Town is noted for ftrong Beer. Great 
Plenty of Slate is dug up ^bout thi* 
Place, which they fend into Soutii 
JValeSy and it is a good Trade: They 
bring from thence Pit-OwL Near 
Padftow we faiw great Flocks of Cor- 
nijh Choughs. The Oatmetsl&ity told 
us were almoft of the Bigncfe of a 
Goofe, White, the Tips Only of their 
Wings Black; they have a ftfange 
Way of catching them, by tying a

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Pilchard to a Board, and faftening it 
fo, that the Bird may fee it, who 
comes down with fb great Swiftnefs 
for his Prey, that he breaks his Neck 
againil the Board. 

Saturday June the 28 th, We tra- 
velled on to Truro^ 16 Miles. By 
the Way we pafled St- Columb (l)y 



(I) Mr. R^t in the Year 1667, took another 
Tour to the Lan(Fs'Endj and from thence went 
to St. Columb. " By the Way (faith he) at a 
•* Place called BaldieUy we faw a Tin-mine. 
** The Load or Vein, for the mod Part, runs 
*' Eaft and Weft, and deepens North. The 
** Load is not a Vein, but a Floor or Bed. The

Near 
St. Coltwiby by the Way Side, arc 
found in feveral Places, Euphrafia 
pratenjfs luteoy C. B. Between St. 
Columb and St. Michael (and in feveral 
other Places) a Plant, which we guefs 
to be Alfine paiuftris minor ferpilli 
folia. It hath long, weak, trailing 
Branches; the Stalk is round and 
Red, the Leaves of a pale Green, 
growing by Pairs, the Flowers grow 
verticillatim about the Stalky at every 
Joint; each particular Flower is 
compounded of Five, as it were tu- 
buli, in Figure like the Secd-Veffel 
of Larks-Spur \ it grows in watery 
Places near Springs.

There 
we few a Church almoft quite cover- 
ed with Sand, blown up by the 
Wind; the Name is Uny Lalanti 
Here is a pretty little Fortification 
which they call the Caftle^ We faw 
alio here fome of the young Murres, 
a Bird Black on the Head and Back, 
White under the Breaft and Belly, 
and hath a Black and iharp Bill, 
Black Feet, whole-footed.

along the CliiFs, as we rode upon 
the Sand toward /J/.

by the Wind in ftormy Weather. 
On a Rock, a little above the Town, 
to the North, ftasnds a little Chai)el 
dedicated Xsb St. Iva^ as they fay.

We pafled 
oi^er to Godreve IJlandy which is no- 
thing but a Rock, about one League 
diftant from St, Ives, to the North- 
£aft, near the Land, upon which, in 
Time of Year, build great StoW of 
Birds, «rsr. GuUsy CormorttntSy RoPter-- 
Billsy Guillemsy and Puffins, Tho 
Razor-Bills are not (o numerous on 
T 2 this 
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this Ifland as the GuilUms^ or Kid- 
dfvws, of which many Scores of 
young ones lie dead here. Here they 
call xht Puffins i Popes 'y and the GuiU 
lems^ Kid-daws. We faw many of 
thofe Birds which they call GanmtSy 
flying about on the Water. This 
Bird hath long Wings, and a long 
Neck, and flieth ftrongly. Poflibly 
it may be the CatarraEies. He preys 
upon Pilchards ; the Shoals whereof, 
gr^t Multitudes of thefe Fowl con- 
ftantly purfue. Another Bird they 
told us of here, called Wagell^ 
which purfues.and ilrikes at the fmall 
Gull fo long, till out of Fear, it 
mutes, and what it voids, the JVagell 
follows, and greedily devours^ catch- 
ing it fometimes before it, is fallen 
down to the Water. This feveral 
Seameji aifirmed, themfelves to have 
oftentimes feen. 1

" Tuefday July the ift, We rode to 
the hand's-Rnd, Near St. Ives^ in 
the Way to Penfance^ we found a 
kind of Plant, on a moift Bank, 
whol^ Leaf is fomewhat like to Saxi- 
fraga aurea'i it runs out in long 
Wires like to Campanula cyinbalarice. 
foli at each Leaf it bea,rs one fmall 
purplifli coloured Flower. We found

Hourfday July the 3d, We rode 
to a newly ereded Town, whkh 
they have named Falmouth. The 
King hath lately made it a Corpora- 
tion. The Country People round 
about call it Penny come quicky and 
tell this Story of it. Within lefs 
than Forty Years there was here no 
Houfe at all, but a Certain Perfon 
building a little one, a Servant ^ 
one Mi. Pendarvis cafnie and dwitlt 
ife it ; upon which that Gentlenian' 
bid his Servant bre# a little Alej and 
dn fuch ari>ay he proinifed td come 
with fonie Gentlemen, ahd help her 
to fom6 Money hy drinking it up.

^rs; but in die meaa Tinie a iDl«z^^ 
Ve&l came inio the Hatisour, and 
tbeCrewcaUiogatdieHoui^ drank 
out all die Ak.

there Mr. Bo/cmoen's new Houfe^ 
the beft we had feen in CornisialL 
In thk Parifli did live the ancient 
Family of the CarmiHo's^ which is 
now extind. 

Friday July the 4th, Wc fet out 
for Bodmin 'i by the Way we (aw 
Roche-Rock^ of a great Height, {land- 
ing in the higheft Part of a large 
Moor. Near the Church of Rochey 
on the Top of the Rock, was a 
Chapel, dedicated to St. Mary^ now 
ruined. There is nothing very re- 
markable in Bodmifty only a very, 
large and fair Church, with a Spire^ 
Steeple, of which there are very few 
in CornwalL The Water which fup- 
plies the Conduit (as Carem obferves) 
runs through : the Church-Yard. 
There arc a great many Tanners in 
this Town. We did' not fee what 
G7r^w mentions, of Jthe Kitchens and 

Out- 
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Out-Hotifes being up Stairs, hcithef 
is the Place held to be unhealthful, 
fo far as we could learn. 

Satui'day July the 5th^ We tra- 
velled on to Saltajhi and pafled Sti 
Neat's, and fo went to the other half 
Stone (fo called) which hath an an- 
cient Infcription upon it, but is fo 
weather-beaten that it is not legible. 
Upon the Top of an high Rock^ 
about two Miles North of St\ Clerej 
are thofe Stones which they call the 
Cheefe-Wring (n)j of which Speed 
hath given a Figure. Thefe feem to 
be naturally fo piled one upon an- 
other, the leaft at the Bottom j they 
lie aflcew and not perpendicularly. 
A little below, and nearer St^ Clere^ 
are the Stones called xht Hurlers^ 
which are oblong rude Stones, pitched

U in 
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in the Ground on one End, ilandii^ 
in three Circles, the mdddlemofl the 
greateft ; their Centers feem to be in 
one right Line: About half a Mile 
from thefe, on the Downs, ftands a 
Stone called the long Stoncy moro 
than two Yards and an Half high^ 
having a Crofs on both Sides of it. 

We had an Account of the Hurl- 
ing-Play much ufed in Cornwall, 
There are two kinds of Hurlitig^ the 
In-hurling and the Out-hurling. la 
the firft there arc chofen 20 or 25 
of a Side, and two Goals are fet up ; 
then comes one with a fmall hard 
Leather Ball in his Hand, and tofles 
it up in the midft between both Par- 
ties ; he that catches it endeavours 
to ruil with it to the furthermoft 
Goal; if he be flopped by one of 
the oppofite Side, he either faith I 
will ftand, and wreftles with him, 

letting 
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letting fall the Ball by him, (which 
One bf the oppofite Side muft not 
take up, but one of his own) or elfe 
throws away the Ball to one of his own 
Side, (if any of them can catch it). 
He that is flopped may chufe whe- 
ther he will wfgftle, or throw away 
the Ball ; but it is more generous to 
iwrreftle. He that flops mufl anfwer, 
and wTcftle it out. When any one 
tvreflles, one of his Side takes up 
the Ball, and runs with it towards 
the Goal, till he be flopped, and 
then^ as before, he either wreftles or 
throws away the Ball, fo that there 
are commonly many Pairs wreftling 
at once. — An Out-hurling is played 
by one Parifh againfl another, or 
eaftern Men againfl weflern, or De- 
von/hire Men againfl Cornip'^ the 
manner they enter upon it is as fol- . 
lows. Any one that can get Leave 
of a Juflice, ^c. goes into a Mar- 
L U 2 ket- 
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ket-Xown, with a little wooden Ball 
in his Hand, plated over with Silver, 
and there proclaims the Hurlingy 
and mentions the Time and Place. 
They play in the fame manner as in 
the other, only they make the 
Churches their Goals, that Party 
which can caft the Ball into, or upon 
a Church, wins. In an Out-hurl- 
ing they have not a fet Number on 
each Side, but each have as many as 
they can procure. An Hurler^ to 
help him in running, may catch hold 
on an Horfeman's Stirrup. No Horfe- 
men play. Saltajh is governed by a 
Mayor and Aldermen. On a woody 
Bank (by a Comb) to the South of 
Saltafiy we firft found Lamium me- 
lijftz folio growing in great Plenty; 
We obferved no Parks in Cornwall', 
their Fences are for the moft Part 
earthen or Stone Walls; often, inftead 
of a Stile, you have only a Gap in 

the 
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the Wall, and a Grate to pafs over, 
after, the Manner of College Grates^ 
only ruder, and of Wood or Stone. 

Monday yuly the 7 th, We w<?n)t 
on to Plymouth^ but by the Way di- 
verted to Stanehoufey a little Town, 
not far jfrom the PafTage out of Corn^- 
walL Thence we had a view of 
Mount Edgcumbe^ a brave Houfe, 
and well fituate, belonging to Mr. 
Rdgcumbe^ a Gentleman of great 
iEftate. On the Hill which you af- 
cpnd, after you are come over the 
Paflage to go to Plymouth^ grows 
Mryngium vulgare in great Plenty, 
which I do not remember to have 
feen any where elfe in England, 
There grows alfo Erythrodanum ; as 
upon almoft all the Rocks o^ the 
Sea-Coaft hereabout. Here we had 
a View of the little Ifland in the 
Mouth of the River, called Portfe<^ 
U 3 liland, 
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Ifland, (as I remember) in whick 
is a good Fort. There arc bdides 
3 other Caftles near the Entr^ce 
of the Havt'n or Key of Plymouth^ 
on the Weft Side of the Town, 
Plymouth is a great and rich Town, 
inferior in Trade, Riches, and Big- 
ncfs, to none in the Weft, ex- 
cept Brijiol', yet there are no fair 
and uniform Streets in it : Here are 
two Churclies, one half built, This 
Town makes a very fair Shew at a 
Diftance, as you go to Ouflon^ a 
good large Town on the Harbour, 
a Mile to the Eaft. From Plymouth 
we travelled on through Modberry^ a 
little Market-Town, and fo on to 
Morley. Near Modberry we pafted 
a fair Houfe belonging to Sir Thomas 
Hales. 

Tuefday July the 8th, We purflied 
pur Journey tq Totnefsy through 

Dart mouthy 
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Dartmouth^ a large and well built 
Town, and hath a comnaodious 
Harbour; at the Mouth of it two 
Oftles, one called Kingfward QaS^ty 
from a Ijttle Town on the other Side 
of the Water called Kingfwardy the 
other St. Patrick's Caftle; there is 
befides another in the Town. This 
Town hath the River on one Side, 
and on the reft it is compafled with 
fteep, high Hills. Many Fifh are 
taken in thefe Parts. Pilchards we 
faw. Totnefs is a large, clean Town,* 
(landing on the Side of an Hill; 
there is an old Caftle at the upper 
End of it, upon an artificial Mount; 
and there are fome Rows of Houfes 
at the Market-Place, like thole at 
Cheftery with fair Shambles. The' 
Town is governed by a Mayor and 
fourteen Aldermen, and is a Borough. 
We went to Mr. Champernon% Wood 
to look for the Melijfa Moldavica^ 
U ij. but 
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but inftead of it, foynd Melijfa Fucbfii 
in Plenty, which we fuppofe was 
piiftaken for it. Rubia major grow^ 
aifo there. In Devon/hire are abunr 
dance of deep, narrow, fhady Lanes ; 
the Country a very uneven one. 

Wedmfday July the 9th, Wp 
paffed on to Exeter. We viewed 
the Town ; it has one fair Street ; the 
Houfes well built; the Cathedral is 
fmall but neat ; it hath two Steeples, 
pne at each End 0/ the crofe Build- 
ing, in the one ten Bells, in the 
other one large one; the Lady's 
Chapel is converted into a Library, 
and therein, at the upper ]E!nd, a 
Monument of Sir P^ter Carey and 
his Lady ; there are other little Cha- 
pels, and in them feveral ancient Mo- 
numents, to wit. Sir Gavm Carew% 
and his Lady's, and Sir Peter Ca- 
ffjy's [Sir Gaven and his Lady were 

poifoned) : 
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poifoned); Bifliop Stafforci'sj who 
was onpe Chancellor of England ^ 
Mrs. Elizabeth Barrei'sy an Herfe 
cut in Marble j Bifliop Cottons ; Sir 
yohn Gflburnes and his Lady's ; Bi- 
fliop Careys \ Bifliop Bran/combe s\ 
Bifhop Oldham\, in the Wall {he 
was excomunicated) ; Bifliop Staple- 
ton Sy and one of his Brotlier, a 
Knight; Sir Thmas Speakers; one of 
another Sir Peter Carem^ who died 
at Rofs in Ireland 'y Mr. Harbin s\ 
Dean Lacysy his Effigies as nakedj 
carved in Stone, (he was found dead 
in his Study) j Bifliop Majhamsi and 
one of Court eney Earl of Devonjhire ; 
another of Bqhun Earl of Hereford^ 
Bifliop Lacy Sy who built the Chap- 
ter-Houfe j and in the Wall of one 
of the Wings, a Monument of Leo- 
fricusy the firfl Bifliop of Exeter, 
The Cloifter is pulled down, and 
jthere are now little Houfes, which 

the 
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Dean and Chapter have given to poor 
ancient People to inhabit. The 
Chapter-Houfe is difeent Irom afl 
that we have feen, an Oblong, like 
a Chapel, handfomely gilded on th^ 
Top. A good Area about the 
Church. 

Tburfday July the loth, From 
Exeter we travelled through Honi- 
ton to Morley, 21 Miles. We faw 
nothing remarkable in this Day's 
Journey. 

Friday July the 1 1 th, We went on 
through Ghardy 6 Miles ; to Croke- 
born^ 7 Miles; thence to Evil^ 8 
Miles; and to Sherborne^ 4 Miles, 
Here the Lord Digby^^^ an Houfe. 
The Town is no inconfideraWe one, 
the Church large, arched, and wdj 
carved on the Top. It was once an 
Abbey^Church. Near the Church 

is 
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a Free-School, founded by King 
Ed/ward VI. and wdl endowed, the 
Stipend is Sixty Pounds per AmmuMf 
The Caflle is now ruined, but ne?cr 
mras very ^^at or fbong. 

Saturday July the 12th, We (bc 
out from Sherborne to Salijburyy 34. 
Miles, and pafled x^ou^Sbaft/bury^ 
^nd by the Earl of Pembroke^ Seat 
at Wilton (ajbout two Miles frwn 
Sarumjy where is a Park encompafled 
with a Stone- Wall. Salijbury hadi 
in it four Parifli Churches, befides the 
Cathedral: It hath Water running 
through all the principal Streets, 
which are ftrait and broad ; it hath 
a fair and large Market-Place, and is 
governed by a Mayor and twenty- 
four Aldermen. The Buildings are 
but low. The Height of the Cathe- 
dral Steeple was lately found to be 
13^ Yards, whereas before it was

Aippofed to be 148, that is, equal to 
the Length of the Church; an oQ^l" 
gonal Stone upon the Top of the 
Spire 12 Feet round. There are 
many Monuments in this Church, to 
wit, Bilhop Pooresy who firft began 
the Building of the Church, and 
continued it eleven Years; Bifhop 
Binghamsy the fecond Founder's, 
who carried it on twenty Years ; 
Bifhop Tork\ the laft, who finiihed 
it in eleven Years more. A Brafs 
Plate in the Wall for Dean Gour- 
dony a Scot ; Bifhop Audley\ Tomb; 
Bifhop Salcot\'y Bifhop Bridporii\ 
Dr. Benmi Sy who is reported, in Imi- 
tation of our Saviour, to have endea- 
voured to have fafled forty Days, but 
expired at feventeeri Days End. Dr. 
^Sidenham\. A fair well- wrought 
Free-Stone Monument for Sir Thomas 
Gorges and his Lady; this Monu- 
ment is adorned with Figures of the 
^ regular

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regular Solids. A Tomb for the 
Lord Hungerford^ who was hanged 
and degraded, and had a Toad put 
into his Coat of Arms; an Iron 
twifted Wire hangs up near his Tomb, 
iignifying an Halter. The like for 
the Lord Stourton, whofe Tomb is 
alfo here on the other Side of the 
Chapel of our Lady. A Monument 
of that Family with fix Holes on one 
Side, and fix on the other, alluding 
(as his Coat of Arms) to fix Wells, 
three within his Park, and three with- 
out. The Lord Cheyney\ Tomb; 
Bifhop Beauchamp\', Sir William 
L,ongfpear\y Rofamond\ Son by King 
Henry II. A ftately rich Monument 
of the little Earl of Hertford \ Dn 
Wilton %y with a Rebus on it, Will 
and Tun ; Bifiiop Capon % ; a Monu- 
ment for Sir Richard Mompejfon and 
his Lady, which is a gaudy one. 
Bifhop Jewelly content with a Grave- 
Stone. 
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Stone* the Cloifter is wide, ana 
a Furlong about^ The Chapter- 
Houfe is a large one, fuppotted with 
a Pillar in the Middle, and hath 
Fifty-two Stalls in it for the Fifty* 
two Prebendaries of this Chirrchv 
About a Mile from Salijbury^ in the 
Way to Amejbury^ flood old Sarum j 
there areftill remaining great Trenches 
which encompafled the Caftle. They 
report that ancient Roman Coins and 
Urns have been dug up here. 

Monday July the 14th, We fet 
forward to Amejbury, from whence 
I again vifited Stone-henge, about a 
Mile and an Half Weft of the Town. 
k confifts of four Rows of Stones, 
the outmoft high Stones ftanding in 
a Circle, and having Stones lying 
upon them from Stone to Stone } 
each upright Stone hath two Tenons, 
which fill the Mortices of the in- 
cumbent 
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cumbent Stones, and ib they all to- 
gether formed a Circle. The Stones 
within thefe are of a fmaller Size, 
and the inner ones are fet in an Hex- 
agonal Form, and are very large, 
two {landing upright and pretty near 
together, having Tenons, and one 
Stone laid upon them with two Mor- 
tices; together they reprefent the 
Greek Letter n. Six there are of 
thefe, (landing like the Latera of an 
Hexagon, with a good void Space 
between for the Angles. We counted 
thefe Stones, and found the Number 
of all ({mail and great Pieces and all) 
94. At Amejbury^ in the Wall of 
the Abbey, we law an old Grave- 
Stone, fuppoled of Queen Guenevery 
King Arthur % Wife ; thefe Remains 
are ju{l behind the Marquis of Hert- 
ford\ Houfe, in a little Park. We 
here faw the Loches, which they take 
and drink down quick in a Glafs of 

Wine. 
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Wine. We alfo law divers Sorts 01 
Tobacco Pipes, for which this Town 
k famous. From hehce we purfiied 
our Journey to Stockbridgey where 
we lodged. 

Tuefday July the 15th, We rodef 
to TVincheJier^ an old City. In it 
were fourteen Churches, fome of 
them are now fallen down, and the 
Caftle is in a ruinous Condition^ 
Here is one indifferent fair Street. 
The Town is governed by a Mayoi" 
and Aldermen. The Shire-Hall^ 
within the Caftle, built like an old 
Chapel, with a Body fupported by 
Stone Pillars, and in it are two Ifles. 
Over the Court of Niji prius^ above 
the Judge's Seat is fixed, againft the 
Wall, King Arthurs Round-Table, 
with the Names of xht Knights upon 
it. The Cathedral is a large Build- 
ing, very plain without, afquarelow 

Tower 
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Tower rifirig out of the Middle of 
the Choir. The Piliars in the Church 
kre ftrongand large^ the Top of the 
Body and of the fide Ifles an Arch of 
Stone. A great Afcent out of the 
Body of the Church into the Choir, 
and two^Afcents more to the Altar. 
The crofs Ifles are about the Middle 
of the Choir. In this Church are 
many Monuments, to wit, JVilliain 
Rufus, his Tomb- Stone, in themidft 
of the Choir ; his Bones are in a 
Cheft of Wood, which fl:ands on 
the Top of the Septum^ which parts 
the Choir and the fide Ifles. Five 
Chefts more ate fet up in the fame 
Manner, one (as it is faid) of a Quceli 
Jnoy having no Infcription, the other 
Four have Infcriptionsi in ancient 
Charaders.

The College is a pretty Stone Build- 
ing, it hath a fmall well-adorned 
Chapel, with a Steeple, a Cloifter, and 
a Library. 

Wednefday July the i6th, We 
proceeded on through Alresfordy 
near which Place we faw a large 
{landing Pool of Water, frequented 
by divers Sorts of Fowl, as Coots, 
Pucks, ^c. It belongs to Sir Tho- 
mas Tichborne. We lay at Alton. 

TTmrfday July the x 7 th, We rode 

through FarnhaMy where we (aw 

the Bifhop of Winchefter\ (lately 

X 4. Palace, 
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Palace, called Farnham Caftle : We 
ended this Day's Journey at TVindfor^t 
a Borough Town, indifFerently fair 
and large. 

Friday July the 1 8th, We faw the 
Caftle, a large and ftately Structure, 
fit to be a King's Palace ; there are 
feveral Courts in it. In the firft the 
Poor Knights^ 24 in Number, have 
their Lodgings. At the Weft End 
of the Caftle is a Tower, wherein 
are 8 Bells. St. Georgia Chapel is a 
fair Building, having a Body and two 
lide Ifles ; it wants of the Height of 
Kings College Chapel in Cambridge^ 
but the Body alone is near as wide, 
arched on the Roof with Stone, as 
alfo are the fide Ifles, and the two 
Wings or crofs Building ; the Arch is 
very flat, and curioufly adorned with 
carved Work, in both which refpeds 
it is 'not inferior to Kings College 

Chapel, 
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(Chs^, and in the latter beyond it. 
In tlie Middle of the Roof of this 
Chapel is the Anns c£ King Edward 
m. lunounded with the Arms of 
die Kmglasy who were firft created 
of the Order. The Seats in the 
Choir are canopied over with good 
carved Work of Wood. The Dean's 
jBeat is covered with a Canopy of 
Velvet, and Velvet Curtains. Here 
the King fits when he comes to St. 
Gere's Chapel, ipvery other Seat 
is relerved for die Knights Compa- 
fiions of the Order, In the Backs of 
ibme of thefe Seats are feveral Brafs 
Plates with Infcripdons on them, 
and ibme only have the Coats of fuch 
as have been of the Order, with the 
Time of thdr Inftallation. Over 
their Seats are the Banners of the 
prefent Knights of the Order. In 
the Body of the Choir were buried 
King Henry VIII. and King Charles I.

King diiies with the Knights; alfb 
the King's private Chapel.
